Congress Will Probably Get Through 
Business by Then. 


EVERYTHING IS TO BE RUSHED 


Agreement on the Philippine Bill in 
Sight and There Will Be but 
Little Debate. 


Washington, June 2.—The exact time 
when the present session of congress shail 
come to a Close cannot be foretold until 
there is definite information as to when 
an agreement will be reached on the Phil- 
ippine civil government bill, However, 
the general consensu sof opinion places 
the adjournment on Tuesday, or at the 
latest, Wednesday. This prediction in- 
volves the opinion that the Philippine con- 
ferees will be able to conclude their work 
tomorrow. That they can do that ts quite 
evident in view of what already has been 
accomplished in the way of harmonizing 
the differences on that bill, and on ac- 
— of the probability that'parts of the 

easure will be dropped In case it snould 
appear that no agreement can be reached 
except through prolonged exchange of 
views. Neither house 
extend the session for more 
a day or two for the purpose of se- 
curing agreement on all features of the 
bill when it is felt on al) hands thet 
the preservation of no one feature of the 
bill is necessary to its success as a whole. 
It is not belleved tn any .quarter that 
either house will consume a great deal of 
time in debating the conference report 
when presented, but iest the debate should 
run longer than it is expected the reso- 
lution fixing the time for adjournment 
will not be brought in until the Philippine 
conference report shall be made to and 
accepted by both houses. 

On the appropriation bills, only the gen- 
eral deficiency and naval bill remain to re- 
ceive finishing touches. There are still 
some points of difference on’ each of 
these measures between the houses, but 
none that-cannot be harmonized when- 
ever the Philippine bill shall be out of the 
way. Neither house will attempt much 
other business. The senate calendar con- 
tains a number of measures which can 
be discussed, and there !s an understand- 
ing in the houge that the militia bill shall 
be used as a basis for discussion to fill 
in the time when conference reports are 
not at ‘hand fer consideration. There also 
is an understanding that the London dock 
charges bill shall be taken up under a 
suspension of the rules after the adoption 
of the resolution fixing the hour for ad- 
journment. 

Both houses will close the session with 
exceptionally clean calendars and with 
the feeling on all hands that it has been 
a session of important achievements.

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BILLY MASON IS IN EARNEST. 


Wants To Make a Visit to the South 
This Year. gees 

Washington, June 2.—(Spéctal.)—Sen- 
ator Billy Mason is-in earnest about his 
intentfon of making a southern’ tour 
with an eye to the main chance fn the 
little matter of southern delegates to 
the next presidential convention, but he 
will not make that tour for some time, 
as he wants to devote his attention to 
the forlorn senatorial hope he is still 
nursing. 

In speaking about his southern trip 
and his intentions in other directions, he 
said tonight: 

“T find it impracticable now to make 
such a trip south as I desire. It would 
be a physical impossibility for me to go 
anywhere else and attend to the bust- 
nesg which at this time requires my 
attention at home. When the present 
urgent business in Tllinois is disposed of 
I hope to be ready to visit the south and 
I intend to make the opportunity. TI 
want to go down there and sow some 
seed in what I think, so far as the re- 
publican party Is concerned, is ynculti- 
vated or neglected soil.

CANAL BILL LAW 


President Signed the Meas- 
ure on Saturday 
Night. 


REVIEW OF WORK DONE 
BY PRESENT CONGRESS 


What Has Been Done by Lawmakers 
During the Seven Months They 
Have Been in Session—Ap- 
propriations Reach a 
Billion Dollars. 


Washington, June 29.—President 
Roosevelt last night signed the isth- 
mian canal bill. 

The work of congress is now practical- 
ly closed, so that it is possible to sum 
up the record of what has been accom- 
plished during the past seven months, 
which constitute the first session of the 
fifty-seventh congress. The session has 
been marked by exceptional business 
activity with many questions of far- 
reaching interest engaging attention. 
With the exception of the Cuban reci- 
procity bill, most of the larger subjects 
of general legislation have ben enacted 
as laws, or will become such before the 
session closes. Notable among these larger 
measures is the isthmian canal bill, which 
consummates the efforts of a half century 
to link together the waters of the Atlantic 
and the Pacific. Aside from its national 
and international importance, this Dill 
probably involved a larger sum of money 
than @hat covering any other single un- 
dertaking by the government outside of 
war expenditures The Philippine civil 
government bill is another measure of 
far-reaching importance, extending to our 
remote Pacific possessions a system of 
international civil government, together 
with coinage, currency, banking, corpo- 
ration, timber and homestead laws. 
Among the other important general laws 
enacted are those repealing the war_pev- 
enye taxes; gxtending and mated oni 
effective the Chinese exclusiges laws; es- 
tablishing a tariff for goods to and from 
the Philippines; extending the charter of 
national banks for twenty years; estab- 
lishing a permanent census office; re- 
stricting the gale of oleomargarine by 
placing a high tax on imitation butter; 
providing a consular and diplomatic ser- 
vice for Cuba; and establishing an ex- 
tensive system by which the government 
will aid in the irrigation of the arid 
sections of the wes. 

Repeal of War Revenue Taxes. 

The repeal of the war revenue taxes 
reduced taxation $73,260,000, and is said to 
the the largest single reduction of taxa- 
tion ever made in this country. By this 
step the last of the taxes imposed at 
the. beginning of our war with Spain 
was wiped out. The Philippine tariff act 
imposed 75 per cent of the Dingley tariff 
rates on articles coming from the Philip- 
pines to the United States, and also im- 
poses on articles entering the Philippines 
from the United States the rates and 
duties established by the Philippine com- 
mission. 

The oleomargarine act results from sev. 
eral years of agitation. It places a tax 
of 10 cents a pound on substances colored 
to imitate butter. The irrigation act is 
of special importance to the development 
of the west. It creates an Irrigation 
fund in the treasury department, into 
which is to be paid the proceeds of the 
sales of public lands in the arid states. 
This fund in turn is to be used in stor- 
ing water and establishing irrigation sys- 
tems, the irrigation sections to be open 
to homesteaders, who are to be charged 
a proportionate share of the cost of im- 
provement. The Chinese exclusion law 
continues exclusive ‘‘until otherwise pro- 
vided by law,"’ and also applies the ex- 
clusion ‘“‘to the island territory under 
the jurisdiction of the United States.”’ 

Aside from these important laws are a 
number of other measures of general im- 
portance which have passed one or both 
houses, but have not progressed to the 
final stagé. These include the anti- 
anarchy legislation, which grew out of 
the assassination of President McKinley. 
Bills restricting anarchy and throwing 
safeguards about the president have 
passed both branches of congress, but 
it has been impossible to reach an agree- 
ment in conference, so that the subject 
goes over until next December. A Dill 
giving to Arizona, New Mexico and Okla- 
homa statehood—known as the omnibus 
statehood bill—passed the house. and the 
senate has determined.to take up the 
matter early in the next session. 

Ship Subsidy Goes Over. 

The ship subsidy bill received early at- 
tention in the senate, but the end of the 
session has come without the measur? 
being reported to the house. As it passed 
the senate the bill grants graded subsidies 
to steam and salling vessels of American 
build. In the house it thas been deemed 
desirable to let the subject go over unt! 
the short session, when it is expected that 
a bill on the subject will be reported and 
urged to passage. 

The bill creating the Appalachian forest 
reserve, including a vast tract in the 
Appalachian mountains’ section of the 
south, has received favorable attention 
in both houses, but has gone over for 
final adjustment of differences until next 
Decembet, Another bill passed by the 
senate, and likely to ‘become a law, 
changes the marine hospital service to a 
national health bureau and gives the 
bureau larger powers and facilities for 
cooperating with the state health au- 
thorities in quarantine and health affairs. 

The bill to establish a cable between 
the United States, Hawali and the Phi}- 
ippines was retired by defeat in the house 
of representatives. Several other meas- 
ures have advanced toa certain stage 
and have there halted without much 
prespect for further advancement. These 
include the resolution looking to the 
election of United States senators by 
direct vote of the people. It passed the 
house by practically a unanimous vote. 
but in the senate has received littie at- 
tention and is not likely to pass. The 
house passed a bill relating to the im- 
migration laws, codifying and amending 
the laws and making some important 
changes. It has been reported.to the 
senate, but there is not much prospect 
of its passage at this session. The bill 
defining the meaning of conspiracy in 
injunction cases passed the house of rep- 
resentatives, but has not made much 
progress in the senate. On the other 
hand, the senate passed an important

Another financial meas- 
ure, known as the Hill bill, providing 
for the coinage of subsidiary silver and 
for the retirement of the present stand- 
ard silver dollar, has passed the house, 
but has not been acted on in the sen- 
ate. : 

Among the other important measures 
of geperal legislation not heretofore nam- 
ed, which have been finally enacted as 
laws, are the following: To prevent the 
sale of fire arms, Opium, and intoxicat- 
ing liquors to the natives of certain of 
the Pacific islands; to promote: the ef- 
ficiency of the revenue cutter service, and 
to provide for the retirement of its of- 
ficers; to refund the duties paid in Porto 
Rico oh articles imported from the United 
States during the military occupation; 
appropriating $200,000 for the relief of the 
volcano sufferers of Martinique; author- 
izing the erection of Young Men's Chris- 
tian: Association buildings on United 
States military reservations; regulating 
the introduction of eggs of game birds for 
purposes of propagation; providing for 
the protection of game in Alaska, par- 
ticularly the large game, such as moose, 
caribou, etce.: exten.ing an invitation to 
the French government to participate in 
the unveiling in Vashington of the statue 
of Marshal de Rochambeau; refunding 
the amount of legacy tax paid by charita- 
ble, benevolent and eleemosynary institu- 
tions. 

Appropriations Reach a Billion. 

The amount of appropriations for the 
sessions will run unusually high, owing, 
in part, to the amount required to build 
the isthmian canal. When Mr. Cannon 
submitted a general estimate of appro- 
priations a few weeks ago, he made the 
tetal up to that time $691,445,000. Since 
then the canal bill has passed, carrying 
a present appropriation of $40,000,000 for 
the franchise, and enough more for the 
rights of Colombia, and for beginning 
the work to carry the total up to $60,000,- 
000. The entire cost of the undertaking 
is approximately $134,000,000. Mr. Cannor?s 
estimate also omitted contracts for fvy- 
ture expenditure, included in the ommnn!- 
bus public building, the omnibus claims 
and various other Dills, aggregating a 
lerge amount. This will carry the total 
for the session figuring in these future 
@mounts almost if not quite up to the bil- 
lion dollar mark. The appropriation 
tills have contained little general legisla- 
tion, being confined chiefly to the regu- 
lar needs of the various branches of the. 
government. The naval bill provides foz 
an addition of two armored cruisers, two 
battleships, and two gun boats to the 
navy,,and a provision is still in contro- 
versy, as to whether one of each class of 
these ships shall be built in government 
yards. 

There have been several invyestiga- 
tions during the session, which have at- 
tracted much attention. An Iinvestiga- 
ticn of the conditions in the Philippines, 
conducted by the Philippine committee 
of the senate, has led to the ekamina- 
tion of many witnesses high in the con- 
auct. of civil and military affairs in the 
islands. Another senate inquiry has re- 
lated to the condition of affairs in Cuba. 
esperially as to sugar. In the house

ARE GUARDING 
YOUNG M'LEAN 


Kidnapers Said To Be After 
the Son of Enquirer’s 
Owner. 


EDWARD IS ONLY CHILD 
OF THE MILLIONAIRE 


Threats To Steal the Boy Made by a 
Former Employee of McLean’s. 
Body Guard Is Continually 
with Youth—Watch- 
man at Residence.

Washington, June 29.—(Special.)—Pre- 
cautions to guard the safety of Edward 
McLean, son of John R. McLean, pro- 
prietor of The Cincinnati Enquirer, and 
prominent in Ohio politics, have given 
rise to a report that a plot exists, or did 
exist 0 kidmap the boy. John R. McLean, 
while retaining legal residence in Cuin- 
cinnati, is president of the Washington 
Gas Light Company and is regarded as 
Washington's wealthiest resident. He has 
two magnificent houses and is’ closely 
identified with district affairs. The family 
is now at Mr. McLean’s country rest- 
dence near Cleveland Park. Edward is 
18 years old. Police officials decline to 
discuss the matter. 

Threats, it is said, have been made by 
a former employee who was recently dis- 
charged. This employee is said to have 
plotted the kidnaping of young Edward, 
but before it could be consummated the 
police learned of the scheme through the 
McLean family or frien”™s of the young 
man. Steps were immediately taken to 
checkmate the kidnapers. 

For several weeks Policeman Giles has 
been detailed about the McLean residence 
in citizen’s clothes. Whether he has or- 
ders to guard over Edward McLean be- 
cause of the alarm created by reports 
from alleged kidnapers or issthere for 
the purpose of protecting the property 
generally, he will not state. Two special 
watchmen, one by day and one by night, 
have always watched over the McLean 
estate, especially when any one of the 
family remained there for any length of 
time. These forces were augmented al- 
most a year ago in the particular case 
of young Edward by a valet named Ash, 
who accompanies hig young master wher- 
ever he goes. 

The alleged would-be kidnapers, it is 
assumed, expected “in the event of the 
success of their plot, to secure a heavy 
fansom for the young, man’s release. He 
is the only child of his parents. Mr. Mc- 
Lean denies that there has been any at- 
tempt to kidnap the boy. 


TRAIN LEAVES THE TRACK. 


Two Men Killed in an Accident Near 
St. Louis. 

St. Louis, June 29.—A section of a pas- 
senger train on the St. Louls and Sar. 
Francisco railroad, which left here this 
evening for Texas points, was derailed at 
Minckie, a few miles west of this city, 
and two laboring men who were beat- 
ing their way to Streetville, Mo., on 
the blind baggage were killed. 

The dead are J. V. Humphrey and W. 
C. Webb or Thomas Holbert. There is 
some doubt as to the second man’s iden- 
tity. 

At the point where the wreck occurred 
an immense bowlder fell on to the track, 
spreading the rails and bounding off. 

When the train came along soon after 
the engine, one postal car, two baggage 
cars and one coach were derailed, the 
forward car being overturned. Five 
Pullman sleepers and drawing room cars 
kept the track and nobody was injured. 


NO SYMPATHY FROM RUSSIA. 


Failure of Czar’s Ministry To Call at

Meeting Representing All Negro 
Organizations on Island Held 
in City of Havana 


RESENT “BEING REFUSED 
JOBS ON POLICE FORCE 


It Is Explained That Since With- 
drawal of Americans the Negro 
‘ in Cuba Is on a Par with 
the White Man 
There. 


Havana, June 2.—A meeting of the 
negro element in Havana, at which Juan 
Gualberto Gomez presided, was held here 
today. It was claimed that this meeting 
represented all the negro organizations 
of Cuba. 

Addressing the meeting, Senor Bendon 
said the negroes of Cuba were being de- 
scribed as disturbers of the peace be- 
cause they were asking for their just 
rights. The negro, he sald, had no in- 
tention of rebelling, but if the people of 
Cuba were not united they could not 
hold their own against the Americans. If 
Americans invested capital in Cuba, they 
would also bring their own laborers and 
managers of estates. The United States 
needed Cuba, Porto Rico and Hawaii as 
places to send the negroes of that coun- 
try. If the downfall of the Unéted States 
ever otcurred, declared Senor Bendon, it 
would be due to the negroes. 

Continuing, the speaker averred it was 
being said that the negroes of Cuba pro- 
posed to rise against the white people of 
the island. This he declared to be utter- 
ly false. The negroes only wanted’ their 
rights, and if the Cuban government 
could not harmonize the two races, the 
republic would be a fallure. 

Senor Bendon was followed by Senor 
Sanchez, who later said that, after so 
much fighting for Iiberty, he felt 
ashamed to have to speak in behalf of 
the black race, whose condition in Cuba, 
nevertheless, was one of servitude. He 
declared that honest and capable negroes 
were not given positions on the Havana 
police force, and that notwithstanding 
this the police contained a great number 


. of thieves who were white. 


Senor Marquetti sald that when ne- 
groes asked for places on the police 


| force efforts were made to discredit them 


by inducing a number of worthless ne- 
groes to apply for positions, and that it 
was then said all the negro applicants 
were undesirable, / 

Juan Gualberto Gomez said that the 
negroes were initially excluded from the 
Havana police force at the instance 
of the late General Ludlow, who, when 
he was military governor of the city, 
argued that in the beginning of American 
intervention in Cuba the 7,000 American 
troops in Havana were mostly recruited 
from the southern states; that these 
troops were largely composed of doubt- 
ful characters, and that if negroes had 
been admitted to *he police, disorder be- 
tween the troops and the colored police- 
men would hgve been certain. 

Senor Gomez explained that this had 
been only a temporary arrangement, that 
the American troops in question had 
long since departed, and that today the 
blacks in Cuba claimed equality with the 
whites

Washington, June 29.—(Special.)—Rear 
A@miral Walker, who as head of the 
canal commission which is generally 
given his name, has made the most thor- 
ough study of the isthmian canal ques- 
tion that any man could make, is en- 
thusiastic over the canal bill which con- 

gress has passed. 

“It is the very best bill that has ever 
peen before congress, in my opinion,” 
he said to me today. “Of course, it ab- 
solutely insures a canal, No man but 
the most arrant pessimist, who can see 
nothing good in anything and who makes 
a specialty of impugning the motives of 
every man but himself—no other man 
than such a pessimist will see any other 
result. My own study of the different 
problems presented in the canal situa- 
tion convinces me that there will be no 
trouble in getting -perfectly good title 
from the Panama Canal Company for 
ali its property and absolutely no diffi- 
culty in the way of just the arrange- 


ments we desire with the republic of } 


Colombia. That means a Panama canal 
—and unquestionably a canal by the 
Panama route is a better engineering as 
well as a better business proposition. 
But in case there should arise such ob- 
etacles as in the opinion of the president 
and his advisers wil] stand in the way 
of a Panama canal, then we will have 
one by the Nicaragua route. 
Machinery Provided Also. 
*"We are to have a canal—and that Js 
what the American people most want. 
The bill passed by congress not only 
prepares the way for the enterprise by 
providing a mode of procedure and by 
appropriating the necessary money, but 
it goes further; it provides the best pos- 
sible machinery for the conduct of this 
great business enterprise. In my opin- 
ion, congress did the wisest poseible 
thing in providing that the work shall 
be done under the direction of a com- 
mission acting for the government. The 
enterprise is of too great proportions to 
be done under the direction of a mem- 
ber of the.cabinet who is already over- 
burdened with responsibilities and du- 
ties. It is a stupendous undertaking and 
can best be carried through to success 
as an independent enterprise In the man- 
ner provided by the act of congress.”

To Memories of Late Representatives 
Cummings and Otey—Cannon 
on Amos Cummings. . 


Washington, June 29.—The house of 
representatives held a session today to 
pay tribute to the memories of the late 
Representative Amos J. Cummings, of 
New York, and the late Representative 
Peter J, Otey. By special direction of 
Secretary Moody the Marine band was 
in attendance in the lobby In rear of 
the hall, and rendered an appropriate 
musical programme. The- widows and 
families of the deceased members occu- 
pied the speaker’s pew in the galleries, 
and delegations from Typographical 
Union, No. 6, of New York, the Letter 
Carriers Association and the Pilots’ As- 
sociation came here to honor Mr. Cum- 
mings’ memory. The public . galleries 
were well filled. The eulogte’ were ex- 
ceedingly impressive, especially that de- 
livered by Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, the 
veteran chairman of the appropriations 
committee, who paid a tribute from the 
heart to the lofty character and manly, 
honest life of Mr. Cummings. 

Although services have been held in 
the house on Sunday on previous occa- 
sions, notably on the death @f Henry 
Winter Davis, this was the first time in 
hinety years that Sunday was.made a 
legislative day and the house met on 
the Sabbath with a speaker, clerks and 
all the other paraphernalia which ac- 
company the actual] transaction of legis- 
lative business. Frequently tn times past 
the house has been in session on Sundt, 
especially at the close of a short session, 
but such sesfions have always been con- 
tinuations of the legislative days of 
Saturday, and the journal on . Monday 
showed no session on the Sabbath. In 
this case, however, the journal of to- 
day will be that of a regular legislative 
day. In order to find a precedent. for the 
session today the house managers went 
back. to 1811, when the house held a 
session on March 2, because of the pres- 
sure of public business two days before 
the final adjournment M@grch 4. 

Mr. Cannon, in his eulogy of Mr. Cum- 
mings today, concluded his remarks as 
follows:

HIGH WINDS AT ST. LOUIS. 


Wall of One of the Buildings of the 
World’s Fait Falls. 

St. Louis, June 29.—This city and yi- 
cinity is the center of a rain storm of 
unprecedented severity that has prevailed 
almost. tncessantly since Saturday morn- 
ing. According to the local weather bu- 
reat report, 5.45 inches of rafn has fallen 
since early Saturday morning. The storm 
is the most widespread that has been 
experienced tn this country for many 
years, according to weather bureau offi- 
cials, extending from the Rocky moun- 
tains to the Alleghanies. In Kansas, Iowa, 
Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania the rainfall during yesfer- 
day and today averged from 2 to 2 inches. 
The damage in this vicinty ts estimated 
at about $25,000, resulting from the wind 
that accompanied the rain. 

Last night the wind attained a velocity 
of about 55 miles an hour, blowing down 
trees, telegraph and telephone and trol- 
ly polee interfering with communication 
at all points. At least 1,000 shade trees 
in various parts of the city are reported 
blown down, From the country sur- 
rounding comes reports of destruction to 
and the washing out of railroad traeks 
and bridges, causing serious delay to 
trains. 

Five hundred feet of the north wall 
of the varied industries palace at the 
world's fair site fell last night as a. 
result of the storm, the water undermin- 
ing the foundations when the wind was 
at kts height. In places the world's fair 
grounds are covered with water. 

One of the most disastrous floods in 
the history of Alton, Ilis., and vicinity re- 
sulted today from the heavy rains of 
Friday and Saturday. The greatest sin- 
gle disaster caused by the flood was the 
destruction of the plant of the Stone- 
ware Pipe Company at East Alton. The 
loss is estimated at $40,000. The water 
rose rapidly. One of the kilns was filled 
~with stoneware, and red hot. When the 
water reached the kiln an explosion fol- 
lewed, which set fire to the buildings 
and other kilns, quickly burning them 
to the ground. 

In East Alton the residents were com- 
pelled to use s.uffs to get about thé 
prncipal streets today. The station of 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail- 
road was cerried away by the flood.

STRIKERS HAVE 
PLENTY TO EAT 


Fallon Says Report of Suf- 
fering Is Without Foun- 
dation. \. 


THAT THE MEN CAN HOLD 
OUT FOR A LONG TIME YET 


They Are Determined as Ever and 
the Strike Wiil Force Operators 
To Arbitrate Differences. 
Lace Mill Hands To 
Resume Work. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 29.—The begin- 
ning of the eighth week of the anthraeite 
miners strike shows no change in the sit- 
uation. At President Mitchell’s head- 
quarters National Board Member John 
Fallon is in charge during Mr. Mitch- 
efiis absence in the west. Mr. Fallon 
said tonight that the miners were just as 
determined as ever and unless there was 
arbitration the strike is destined to go 
on. The national board member also de- 
nied that there was any suffering among 
the strikers. He said so far there was 
no privation and not likely to be any for 
a long time to come. The local operators 
seem to be a unit in saying that a break 
in the strikers’ ranks may come any 
time now. The belief is based on reports 
which the operators claim to have re- 
ceived from many sources that the fam- 
ilies of many of the strikers are in 
want. 

The Wilkesbarre lace mill, which has 
been idle for ten days, will resume work 
tomorrow. The mill employs 1,100 hands, 
mostly girls. Because the superintendent 
whose 
fathers and brothers were working as 
non-union men in the-mines, the other 
employees quit work. The superintendent 
of the mill then announced that there 
would be no work until further notice. 
Last night he was waited upon by a 
committee from the Central Labor union 
and a temporary agreement reached by 
which all hands will return to work 
Tuesday. In the meantime, it is thought 
& permanent gettiement will be. reached.

It is expected 
that every man whe-came out of the 
mines at quitting time on Saturday will 
return to work Monday morning, and that 
many men who have been on strike up té 
the present time will go back to work. 
The loading on Saturday was 400 cars, 
which is double the amount of coal mind 
on any previous Saturday since the 
strike was inaugurated, and in excess of 
what the operators had expected. @ 
railroad yards at Bluefield.and other cen- 
tral-points are taking on a more business- 
like appeatance than has~prevailed for 
several weeks, and growing gains tn the 
output of the mines is furnishing em- 
ployment for many railroad men who 
have been idle as a consequence of the 
light cogl traffic. 

There is no report today of any bands 
of marchers, and the strike agitators who 
have heretofore taken advantage of Sun- 
day to place their claims before the 
miners who failed to join the strike have 
been remarkably quiet today. Good feel- 
ing exists between the operators and men 
at work, So far as the officials there 
know, there has been no violation of 
United States Judge Keller’s restraining 
order in the Pocahontas-Flat Top field. 
The situation in the Tug river field is 
unchanged and everything is practically 
closed tight in that district.

SUPPLIES FOR PAPER. 


Manufacturers Looking for Other 
Material Besides Spruce Timber. 

It will probably be many years yet be- 
fore we exhaust. all...our resources of 
spruce for the making of wood pulp, says 
The New York Suff. Still, an area as 
large as Rhode Island is stripped of its 
spruce every year to supply the mills 
that make news paper alone; and many 
of the manufa®#urers think it is none too 
early to begin experimenting with other 
material for paper making to supplement 
the spruce supplies and even to take 
their place if we cannot grow crops of 
spruce fast enough to meet the demand. 

Some good use ts found every year for 
plants that weré si®pposed to be useless. 
In the museum at the botanical garden 
are specimens of rugs and other articles 
made of a variety of sedge that is found 
widely in our norfhérn states. 

This grass was supposed to be worth- 
less a,few years ago, but somebody dis- 
covered that-_it supplies a good, strong 
fiber, and today it is being turned Into 
binder’s twine, rugs and other things 
that are worth haying. 

Two materials new to paper making 
are now attracting attention. One is ba- 
gasse, the-refuse of .the sugar mills, 
which hitherto has. been pure waste, ex- 
cept a small part of it.used as fuel. . 

A paper mill in Texas is now using ba- 
gasse to make paper, and the product is 
said to be excellent. It is predicted that 
the day {s soon coming when al] the ba- 
gasse from our southern sugar cane 
fields will be used to make paper; thus 
bagasse willl be another of the waste ma- 
terials diverted from the wa#e heap and 
turned into a-source of wealth. 

Another kind of paper material is: rice 
straw, very little of which is now used 
except to provide bedding for cattle. It 
has been known for .a long time that 
good paper could he made of this mate- 
rial; but, for some .reason, it has not 
heen utilized to any extent. There dare 
great possibilities before Louisiana and 
Texas in the man*facture of paper from 
these two new materials. 

All the same, it @7ould be folly to per- 
mit our’ spruce forests to become ex- 
hausted. The timber that is sent to the 
mills for pulp wood should be replaced 
by another planting, as with any other 
crop. It is getting rather late for any 
woodsman to remove a crop of timber 
without the slightest {dea that a later 
generation will take another crop from 
the same ground, 

Canada is the great preserve of the 
whale world for future supplies of pulp 
wood. Her spruce resources have scarce- 
ly been touched. though her southern 
forests have ween badly depleted. 

The country has a magnificent belt of 
spruce extendliug from the southeast in 
Quebec far northwest to the Mackenzie 
river. Not a bit of this spruce has yet 
been utilized and will hot be till rail- 
roads are ext@nded to it; but the raji- 
road projects now under way will before 
very long tap this greatest of all re- 
sources of pulp supply.

WILL BE NEAR KAN&Sis CITY 


—— 


Ten Million Dollars To Be Invested 
in the Enterprise—South Caro- 
linan To Be President. 


Largest 


Kansas City, Mo., June 4.The Star 
Says that the largest cotton mill in the 
world is to be built within 2 miles of 
Kansas City. Ten million dollars is to 
be invested, $3,100,000 of which has al- 
ready been subscribed by eastern and 
western men. W. B. Smith Whaley, pres- 
ident of the Olympia and Granby cotton 
mills, of Columbia, 8. C., is to be presi- 
dent and general manager of the enter- 
prise. The mil] will have 5,000 spindles 
and 12,000 looms. It will employ 4,000 
operatives and have a pay roll of $2,450,- 
000 a year. The capacity of the mills 
will be 170,000 bales of cotton a year, 
with an output of 75,000,000 pounds of fin- 
ished cloth. The value of the annual out- 
rut will, it is estimated, emount to $12,- 
750,000. The mill will be revolutionary in 
its construction. Evectricity will be used 
as the motive power, and several new 
devices will be installed. There will be 
four mill buildings, covering an aggre- 
gate of 2,000 acres of ground. The mill 
was promoted by W‘tten McDonald, for- 
meériy a banker in Kansas City, and later 
editor of The Kansas City Times, who 
says that $38,100,000 has already been sub- 
scribed to push the enterprise. He an- 
nounces the following board of subscrib- 
ers and directors: 

Edward F. Swinner. president of the 
First national bank, Kansas City; John 
R. Mulvane, of Topeka, Kans., capitalistj 
W. 8. Woods, president of the National 
Bank of Commerce of Kansas City; Ed- 
ward Wilder, secretary and treasurer of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe, To- 
peka, Kans.; A. E. Robinson, Mexican 
Central railway, City of Mexico; P. C. 
Flower, president of the Fidelity Trust 
Company, Kansas City; Joab Mulvane, 
capitalist, Topeka, Kans.; W. B. Smith 
Whaley and four representatives of the 
eastern stockholders yet to be named.

At a meeting of the directors yesterday 
N. E. Barker, who has been president of 
the First national bank since 1893, ten- 
dered his resignation and announced his 
acceptance of the vice presidency, of the 
Continental national bank of Chicago, in 
which Armour & Co. have large interests. 
Mr. Barker has been one of the most suc- 
cessful bankers of the south. 

It is announced that the First mational 
here will cooperate with the Chicago bank. 
and among the first improvements to be 
made will be the erection of a large fire- 
proof building for banking and office pur- 
poses, 

This coalition brings about a consolida- 
tion of southern and western banking in- 
terests, which may develop later on broad 
lines. 


ATLANTA’S WAR DAYS 
FORTY YEARS AGO 


FOURTH ARTICLE. 

In the month of June, 1862, the file of 
The Southern Confederacy shows that the 
people of Atlanta were very much inter- 
ested in the Andrews raiders, who were 
confined in the Fulton county jail. 

It is unnecessary to repeat the story 
of the pursuit and capture of these men 
by Anthony Murphy, Captain W. A. 
Fuller and Engineer Cain, after the raid- 
ers had run off from Big Shanty with a 
train, to burn the bridges between At- 
lanta and Chattanooga, intending then to 
make a dash and join Genera] Mitchell 
at Huntsville, Ala. 

On the 7th of June Andrews was hanged 
on Peachtree street, opposite 422, his 
executioner being Oliver H. Jones, at 
that time city marshal. Seven other raid- 
ers were hanged on another day, just be- 
yond Oakland cemetery. They were all 
brave men, and met their fate without 
flinching. 

I saw Andrews on his way fo his ex- 
ecution in a buggy. Rev. W. J. Scott 
was with him, administering such spir- 
itual consolation as he could. 

William Pittenger, one of the prisoners, 
made his escape, or was exchanged. I 
saw him, and heard him preach, years 
later, in Philadelphia. He has been a 
Methodist minister for many years, and 
is the author of several books. Murphy, 
Fuller and Cain were voted medals by 
the Georgia legislature for the capture 
of the raiders under many difficulties. 


At that time Atlanta was a very im- 
portant military post, and was under 
martial law. 

General Bragg appointed Mayor James 
M. Calhoun civil governor of the city. 
The writ of habeas corpus was suspended 
in Atlanta and for five miles around. 

No house could receive a guest from 
outside of the circle without getting the 
guest’s permit, which had to be shown 
to the provost marshal. Visitors and 
packages could not leave the city with- 
out a permit. Every householder had to 
return every night the names of his new 
guests, or send their permits. 

Mayor Calhoun wanted to be mayor, 
and not civil governor. He wrote to 
Senator B. H. Hill on the subject, and 
the senator referred his letter to Hon. 
A. H. Stephens, who replied that Cal- 
houn had no powers undéer such an un- 
authorized appointment. 

The citizens, however, favored the ap- 
pointment, and Calhoun acted for their 
best interests, even going so far as to 
close the theater and forbid its reopen- 
ing. after it had degenerated into a resort 
for the worst classes of both sexes. 


Among the citizens were many good 
men who wanted to settle their families 
comfortably and provide for them be- 
fore joining the army. They therefore 
tried in various ways to dodge the con- 
script law for a time. Some joined the 
staffs of newspapers to secure exemp- 
tions, and others went to work in the 
government shops, having been enrolled 
and then detailed. 

Others bribed examining physicians, 
and with their certificates of disability 
secured exemptions. One mam deliber- 
ately cut off several of his fingers. An- 
other let about a dozen bees up one leg, 
under his pants, and their stings swelled 
his imb to an enormous size, laying him 
up for months. 

The confederate ¢urrency was rapidly 
depreciating. and everything grew high- 
er, except wages. Many honest poor men 
and women found that they had to pay 
war prices for their supplies out of their 
scanty wages which had not been raised. 

These people Yved on the coarsest, 
cheapest food, and wore their garments 
until they were threadbare. 

Others, who were poor at the begin- 
ning of the war, became speculators and 
and made fortunes easily 
and tn a short time. 

I remember a clerk who threw up his 
$40 a month job, and tried speculation. 
At the end of a year his wife rode in 
her carriage and had diamonds galore. 

It may interest some to learn that this 
man had a fortune at the end of the war, 
and lost every dollar of it in ten years. 


E. M. Ediwardy was a regular adver- 
tiser tn The Confederacy. He was a Hun- 
garian—a fine-looking, gentlemanly man, 
public-spirited and liberal, and his White- 
hall street family grocery store had 
many patrons among our best people. 

Under the conditions of that period of 
danger and distress there was consider- 
able suffering, but the real victims were 
patient and law-abiding. A few score 
reckless women, apparently of the work- 
ing class, complained loudly, and finally 
started a bread riot. 

It was the first and last outbreak of 
the kind ever seen In Atlanta. One sum- 
mer afternoon when the merchants, 
clerks and shoppers on Whitehall were 
in shady nooks, trying to keep cool, 
they heard such a racket that it seem- 
ed to them that pandemonium was turn- 
ed loose. 

There was a rush to the sidewalks, and, 
rounding the corner of Alabama street, 
they saw a noisy crowd of women, old 
and young, charging pell-mell on, the 
provision stores. «as a rule, they were 
shabbily dressed, but a few wore good 
élothes. All seemed to enjoy their raid, 
and they were encouraged by about a 
hundred convalescent soldiers from the

etc. 

The military police did not know what 
to do, and looked to the civil authori- 
ties, who, in turn, looked to the military.

The rioters marched down Whitehall, 
having their own way, until some of the 
merchants closed and locked their doors. 

The women were ready for this, and 
with hatchets and axes proceeded to 
smash windows and doors. While this 
was going on they vociferously yelled 
that they were the wives, widows and 
daughters of confederate soldiers, and 
were starving. 


Finally, the procession reached Ed- 
wardy’s store. When they halted in 
front the proprietor came out, mounted 
a box and began a very sensible lttle 
speech. In substance it was about as 
follows: ' 

“Ladies: I am very sorry to hear that 
you are in distress, and it pains me to 
see you violating the law in this way, 
and forcibly taking the property of good 
citizens who are gour friends, and who 
are ‘willing to help you. You say that | 
you are starving. There is no use in 
that. Work can be had, plenty of it, but 
if you say that you cannot get it I 
pledge you my word to get a good job for 
all of you if you will meet me here to- 
morrow morning at 7 o’ctock.”’ 


Then there was a storm of yells and 
hisses: 

“Wants us ladies to go to work, does 
he?’ shrieked one of the angry leaders. 
“Just like a foreigner—they are just like 
yankees—want to work the women “to 
death, and treat ’em like niggers. Let 
me get at him! 

As the indignant female darted for- 
ward, the astonished Edwardy leaped 
from his box and retired into the store. 
The mob followed in an ugly mood, and 
the merchant, made his escape through 
the back door. 

The rioters helped themselves to every- 
thing they wanted, and left the store in 
a wrecked condition. 

They resumed their march, pausing 
occasionally to loot a@ grocery, but, not 
satisfied with this, they next attacked 
millinery stores and other places where 
luxuries were sold. 

Then the citizens lost all patience, and 
the plunderers soon understood that they 
had gone too far. we 

They dispersed, carrying of their 
spoils, but there were loud threats- of 


what they would Go the following day. 


The threatened riot did not occur. The 
announcement was circulated all over 
the city that, if the women tried anoth- 
er lawless raid, the fire companies would 
come out and turn their hose on them full 
force. 

This had the desired effect. The women 
were not willing to stand a drenching, 
and their band never rallied again. 

The incident might have resulted in 
serious consequences, but the proposed 
cold water cure for the rioters put 
every body In a good humor, and the 
whole business was regarded as a com- 
ical affair. ;

IN OLD KENTUCKY 


Trouble Is Brewing in-Bleventh Con~ 
gressional District. 


DANGERS ATTEND CAMPAIGN 


Captain Ed Parker, Vincent H. 
Boreing and Former Con- 


gressman D.G. Colson — 
Are Entered. | 


Lexington, Ky., June 29.—(Special.)—The 
cloud as small as a man’s hand which 
has gathered over the political horizon of 
the eleventh district has grown into @ 
very considerable storm. The trouble in 
the republican ranks has been growing 
and spreading and now the feeling of the 
opposing factions is at a white heat. 

J. Sherman Cooper, the chairman of the 
district republican committee, is accused 
by Captain Ed Parker of taking steps 
to aid the present congressman, Vincent 
H. Boreing, in his canvass for reelection 
to the detriment of the canvass of Captain 


Parker and former Congressman D. G. 
Colson. 


Captain Parker has taken occasion to 
warm the political jacket of Mr. Cooper 
whenever he made a stump speech, while 
Mr. Cooper has retaliated by doing all 
he could to get back at Mr. Parker in 
the working of the district committee. 
At Somerset Captain Parker was billed 
to make a speech, and it so happened that 
Mr. Cooper was not only in the audience, 
but was very near the rostrum. Captain 
Parker was just getting well settled to 
his plan to flay Mr. Cooper when the lat- 
ter interrupted Cdptain Parker as he 
was making some very bitter statement. 

“That is a lie!” said Cooper. 

“You are a-iHar!” shouted Parker in 
return. He grabbed a glass tumbler 
which was on the table near him and 
hurled it at Codper. His aim was bad, 
and he was seeking another’missile, the 
water pitcher, when friends caught him 
and prevented him from carrying out his 
intention to break it over his opponent’s 
head.

Interest in Campaign, 

Under circumstances like these any Hit- 
tle incident from the eleventh is watched 
with interest by the politicians of the 
state, and it will not be an unnatural re- 
sult if the war of words which is now go- 
ing on narrows down to something more 
serious. This is accentuated by the fact 
that State Chairman C. M. Barnett has 
shown a dispositiofi to interfere no further 
in the quatfrel, but to let the leaders of 
the district settle it among themselves. 
Parker is complaining that Chairman 
Cooper has ignored the instructions of 
the state committee and has not yet an- 
nounced what the assessment for each 
candidate would be tn order to defray the 
expenses of the primary. He has written 
a letter to the committee asking them to 
enforce the order that Cooper act in re- 
gard to the matters upon which he re 
ceived instructions, but it Is hardly prob- 
able that the committee will take any 
steps. 

This will throw the burden of the fight 
on Parker’s shoulders, and will in con- 
sequence raise the political temperature 
of the district several degrees. At any 
rate the fight and probable split may 
elect a few democrats to county offices, 
which has cauged democratic leaders. to 
harp again on the old saw, “It is an ill 
wind that blows no man good.”

FIGHT AGAINST CHILD LABOR. 


PLAN TO RAISE FUND EQUIVA- 
LENT TO WAGES. 


This'Will Be Paid Them and They 
, Are Required To Attend 
School. 


Charlotte, N. C., June- 29.—(Special.)— 
The Industrial Journal, official organ of 
the State Federation of Labor, has< be- 
gun a decided and strong fight against 
child labor in cotton mills and has in- 
augurated the following plan for releas- 
ing children from mill labor: 

The paper proposes a fund to be paid 
to the children—the same in amount as 
their wages—said money to be econtrib- 
uted by any person desiring to aid in this 
way. As some of the children make about 
20 cents per day, $1.20 will keep a child out | 
of the mill for one week,’ 

The Industrial Journal proposes to give 
to the children the amount of their wages 
and then allow them to go entirely free, 
playing, eating and sleeping as they may 
desire, but on condition that they attend 
school whenever school shall be in ses- 
sion. The moneys contributed for this 
purpose will be placed in the hands of a 
committee to be expended in the wisest 
manner, care always being taken to select 
the youngest and most worthy children.

The county Is infested with blind tigers, 
there having been twenty-one  Indict- 
ments for whisky selling at the recent 
term of superior court, while the total 
number will grobably run into the hun- 
dreds. 

Dozens of internal revenue lcenses 
to sell liquor are issued in Sumter, but 
neither the city nor county derives any 
benefit therefrom, while at the same 
time local taxes are at the highest point 
allowed by law. 


NEWS NOTES FROM TROY, ALA. 


Home-Built Oil Plan Making Good 
Showing There. 

Troy, <Ala., June 29.—(Special.)—The 
new plant of the Standard Oil and Chem- 
ical Company, 'which was begun here 
several days ago, is making a big show- 
ing. The plant is to be built by home 
capital at a cost of $200,000, and will man- 
ufacture cotton seel oil and fertilizers. 
The charter also gives the privilege to 
run a refinery, a soap factory and an ice 
located at the 
junction of the Central of Georgia and 
Plant system railroads just outside the 
city Iimits. The men back of it are men 
who already have a $200,000 plant here, 
and have made a great success of it, 
Fox Henderson, the money king of this 
section, is president. It is contemplated 
that the plant will be ready for opera- 
tion by September. 

President E. M. Shackelford, of the 
state normal college, has plans about 
perfected for the enlargement of the 
college buildings, and ere many days 
will have begun the $10,000 addition to 
the present large building, which long 
since has become inadequate for the 
needs of the school. 

The diversified fruit industry 
coming an important factor in com- 
mercial circles here. This section Is 
suited to almost anything that grows, 
The cantaloupe culture craze has hit 
here thig*year, and some of the enter- 
prising farmers have made good money 
out of it. Much attention is being given 
to the peach crop also. Many acres have 
been planted out, and others have the 
fever. This is a great cotton section, 
but the farmer finds that he can make 
more money out of these crops than cot- 
ton. Indeed, there are many natives of 
Georgia here, and they profit by the 
lessons that have been so0 well learned 
there. 

Cotton blight has for years prevailed 
throughout the south, and it has elicited 
the attention of the naional government. 
It has .located an experiment station 
here to make some special tests as to the 
cause, the cure, the fertilizer, etc., that 
are concerned in it The experiment is 
on an extensivd plan, and promises much 
of great value to the cotton industry.

NOTHING OF A MYSTERY 
ATTACHED TO HIS TRIP 


Various State Claims 
Been Settled with 


nings for Washington has given the 

sips something to talk about. There Is, 
however, nothing at all mysterious about 
his departure, and it ts prot@ble that 
when he returns he will have succeeded 
in adjusting “whatever differences of 
opinion that may exist between the state 
administration and the federal author- 
ities In reference to the various state 
claims now pending in Washington. 

Considerable correspondence has al- 
ready passed between the governor and 
Secretary of the Treasury Shaw, and 
while some delay is probably inevitable, 
the tenor of the latter's letters clearly 
indicates the dispositien: of the govern- 
ment officials to expedite matters as 
‘much as possible, 

In addition to the million dollars orig- 
inally involved in Florida’s Indian .war 
claims, against which is an offset of 
some $400,000 in the state bonds held by 
the Indian trust fund, the following 
sums are now due the. state from the 
general government: Twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars accruing on account of 
swamp lands indemnity for the past 
twenty-one years, and $90,000 arising 
from the 5 per cent allowed the state on 
land sales since Florida's admission to 
the union. This money, amounting in 
all to something Iike $115,000, has hitherto 
been held back by the treasury depart- 
ment as an offset against the state bonds 
held by the Indian trust fund; but, as 
those bonds have now been provided for 
by the settlement of the Indian war 
claim, the sum involved must, of course, 
eventually be covered into the state 
treasury, a process which will give the 
next legislature a surplus of about §815,- 
000 to wrangle over. 

Latest Political Sensation. 

The latest sensation of the day in pol- 
itics has been the withdrawal of the 
Hon. James E. Broome, of Gadsden 
county, from the race for secretary of 
state. The move was not altogether un- 
expected to those who are on the in- 
side, and it! ig believed was due to the 
information gleaned by Senator Broome 
in his recent tour of the state. His with- 
drawal, of course, leaves the Hon. H. 
Clay Crawford, the incumbent, a clear 
field, and assures his nomination at the 
coming primary. 

The congressional contest in the third 
district, however, will hardly be so easily 
settled. The fight betweén Lamar and 
Myers every day waxeg.jwarmer and the 
contest is likely to be close. Both sides 
have made friends, both: have made ene- 
mies, and both, unfortunately, have made 
mistakes. The .counties of Escambia, 
Jackson and Madison seeni likely to be 
‘the points at which the struggle will be 
fiercest, and the result of the contest 
will be awaited with interest throughogt 
the state. 

Amendments To Be Submitted. 

But two constitutional - amendments 
are to be submitted to the people in this 
primary election, and though both are 
of the first importance, the questions 
involved are not such as to make any 
direct a€peal to the popular imagination, 

One of these amendments provides for 
the redivision of the state for judicial 
purposes, and the addition of one judi- 
cial circuit, making eight instead of 
seven. Under this amendement the clifr- 
cuit judges are to be appointed by the 
governor for a term of eix years. 

The second amendment’ provides that 
the number of the supreme court justices 
shall be increased from three to six, 
and that the first incumbents shall be 
appointed by the governor, to hold of- 
fice until] June, 196, subject, of course, 
to the confirmation of the state senate. 
Under the provision of this amendment 


two courts of three justices each. When 
all three of the justices concur, the 
judgment shall stand; but if one justice 
dissents the question must then be 
passed up by the full bench of six in 
order that a valid detision may be ar- 
rived at. After thm first term, in 196, 
the senate ‘‘may’’ provide for the elec- 
tion and compensation of the justices 
and fix their term of office, which, how- 
ever, is not In any case to exceed six 
years. 

The necessity of these amendments 
will be obvigiis to all who know any- 
thing of the enormous accumulation of 
business in the supreme court, and of 
the manner in which the circuit judges 
of the state are overworked, 

During his recent tour of inspection 
of Companies I, K and L, Second Flor- 
ida infantry, Adjutant General Foster, 
while at Key West, made a curious and 
rather important discovery in the shape 
of a quantity of government property 
that had been used by the naval reserve 
at that place, an organization which 
some time ago was disbanded. This 
property included one gatling gun, one 
rapid-fire gun and forty stands of Lee- 
Metford rifles, aggregating in value sev- 
eral thousand dollars. General Foster 
left directions to have the guns packed 
and shipped to Pensacola, where they 
will be turned over to the United States 
authorities at the pavy yard near that 
city.

His text was 
Matthew vi: “Ove Father which art in 
heaven,” ° 

He Said substantially: 

“The book.in giving sp@cific. directions 
how to find God tells us where He is. 
We May say there is such a thing as 
spiritual] geography and distances. These 
terms apply in the physical and intel- 
lectual worlds, so in the spiritual realm. 

“It is hard to divest ourselves of the 
childishideas of God. We are more than 
apt tO eonsider God as an impersonatien, 
We think in materials, we reason in the 
visible. It ig hard for us to comprehend 
a spiritual entity. 

“God is past our search and finding 
out; Wisdom fails to locate him. Job 
cried OWt in his despair seeking the 
Lord. 

“The text roundly declares that God 
is in heaven. We are not in heaven. 
How are we to reach each other? God 
would not have made creatures who 
could never get to Him, although con- 
stantly yearning for Him. 

“We must not think of heaven as far 
off. It is not necessary to die to go to 
heaven. We wil] never get to. heaven 
unless we five there before we die. 
Heaven, while a place, is also a state, 
and it Is everywhere. There must be 
conscioug purity in the soul that is entt- 
tled to heaven. Iniquity must not be 
cherished or regarded. Godly thought 
must be nurtured. Our thoughts cohsti- 
tute a Very large part of our character. 

“The blessed, beautiful mind that was 
in Christ Jesus must be in ours if we 
come in reach of our Father which art 
in heaven,’’

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Rev. H. §8. Bradley, the . pastor, 
preached yesterday morning to a large 
audience, taking his text*from’ Job |, 5: 
“And it was so that when the days of 
their feasting were gone about that Job 
sent and sanctified them, and rose up 
early In the morning and o@fered burnt 
offerings according to the number of 
them gll; for Jov said, It may be that 
my sons have sinned and cursed God 
in their hearts. This did Job continuai- 
ly.’’ 
In connection with the text Dr. Brad- 
ley read Job xiii, 10: “And the Lord 
turned the captivity of Job, when he 
prayed for his friends: also the Lord 
gave Job twice as much as he had be- 
fore.”’ 

Dr. Bradley gave an oufline of the ca- 
reer of Job, as told in the book of the 
Bible bearing his name. He discussed 
the characters of Job and his friends in 
his own unique style and drew from 
them many new and pointed illustra- 
tions. « 

Dr. Bradley stated that Job was gen- 
erally held up as the {illustration of the 
perfect man, and that for that reason 
he consideredi the book to be a discus- 
sion of the ideal rather than the real. 
“T have no doubt,” said Dr. Bradley, 
“that a man named Job once lived, that 
he was known as a righteous man, that 
he enjoyed great worldly prosperity, and 
that he afterwards suffered great ca- 
lamities. However, I think we can bet- 
ter understand the book if we consider 
the writer as using Job as the character 
around which to build his story than as 
a man possessing al] the characteristics 
given him in it. The very fact that 
he is shown to us as talking with his 
friends for seven days in poetry seems 
to mt enough to prove this. 

“We consider Job the example of the 
perfect man and the moet exacting 
critics have hardly been able to pick a 
flaw in his character.

“The church at Ephesus was one of the 
seven churches of Asia and was planted 
by the Apostle Paul. It was a good 
church and received the commendation 
of Christ in the message which He sent 
through the Apostle John. The church 
was commended for its labor and pa- 
tience and its soundmess of doctrine. Yet 
there wag something lacking, and for the 
lack of this thing Christ has somewhat 
against the church. 

“This church had left its first love. 
This was the charge against it. Works 
and faith and patience and soundness of 
doctrine are all good and proper and 
essential In a church, but all these will 
avail nothing without love. 

“The condition of our. churches today 
largely is the same as the ¢ehurch at 
I believe that Christ makes

and perfunctory. The gospel is not 
preached in wer and demonstration of 
the spirit. he pulpit has lost much of 
its former power and the ministry much 
of its influence. The church does not 
wield the power over the world it once 
did. Where is the spirit that was poured 
out at Pentecost? Where are the cloven 
tongues of fire? Are our hearts on fire 
with the love of Christ? 

“The love of the world has seized upon 
the heart of the church and turned it 
away from its first love. 

“Covetousness, selfishness and pride 
have crept into the church and crushed 
out mitch of its spiritual life. The great 
work of charity which Christ commands 
His church to do has been left largely 
for other hands. State and municipal au- 
thorities are compelled to provide educa- 
tion for our children, homes for orphans 
and hospitals for the sick. And secret 
societies have been organized to help 
the poor of our churches. I do not be- 
lieve we ought to condemn secret charita- 
ble societies as long as we accept their 
assistance. 

“We cannot deny the fact that these 
orders are doing good in the way of 
peviding for their poor, in caring for 
titeir sick, burying their dead and ‘in 
helping the widow and orphan. They 
are not religious organizations, nor do 
they pretend to be such. Yet the most 
of these benevolent societies of which I 
have any knowledge are formed upon the 
principles of the Bible. They believe in 
God and recognize their relations to Him. 
They recognize their duty and obligations 
to their fellow men. These secret orders 
are social and benevolent. 

“If their motives and purposes are 
g00d and if they are d@ng good why 
should they be condemned? They are not 
perfect, it is true, an@ there are wad 
men who have crept into them, but this 
is no argument against them. The same 
might be said of the church. 

“But while all this and more that !s 
good may be said of secret societies and 
while I hold membership in several of 
them, stil) there would be no necessity 
for the existence of any of these outside 
orders if the church of God were true 
to her principles and her mission in 
the werld. If the church proves recreant 
to her duty and fails to maintain schouvls 
for the children, hospitals and asylums 
for the sick and the poor, then in the 
name of God and humanity let other so- 
cieties do this. 

“Surely the fires of love are burning 
low upon the altars of the church. Let 
the church return to her first love and 
repent and do the first works, then the 
candlestick will not be removed from its 
place. Surely the churches, all of them, 
need today a revival of old-fashioned 
love, love to God and love to man. 

“First of all, the pulpit needs such a 
revival. The baptism of the Holy Ghost 
needs to begin in the pulpit. When the 
ministry becomes filled with the fire of 
the Holy Spirit and-when they shall de- 
clare boldly and fearlessly the whole 
counsel of God, regardless of man or of 
man’s opinions, then will the chureh take 
on new spiritual life and be endued with 
new spiritual power. 

“Spiritual power is what the whole 
church needs and she can get this power 
Only by returning to her first love. The 
machinery of the church may be com- 
plete and the organization well-nigh per- 
fect, but if devoid of love all the work 
wil} come to naught.”

At St. Luke Episcopal! church yester- 
day morning Rev. C. B. Wilmer preached 
an¥ able sermon. He chose for his 
text, ‘“‘Seemeth it a small thing unto you 
to have eaten up the good pasture, but 
ye must tread down with your feqt the 
residue of your’ pastures?’’ Ezekiel 
xxxiy, 18, 

The sermon in part was as follows: 

“God promised the prophet Ezekiel 
and the world that He Himself would 
be a shepherd for His people, ang-that 
a Prince of Peace would come. We need 
a Shepherd. Imagine a _ flock of Sheep, 
some weak, others sick, without a shep- 
herd, and fou have a true picture of 
the people without a Christ. 

“People need a spiritual leader after 
the manner of the Oriental shepherd. A 
Shepherd is not a driver, but a leader. 
A spiritual leader is one that*presents a 
Vision to his followers, so they can see 
it and understand. 

“If an employee and an employer go 
to war, both are finaHy destroyed. ‘Unity 
is strength.’ We must recognize the 
oneness of society: All conflicts result 
from unjust claims. If one man makes 
an unjust claim on another, there will 
certainly be a conflict in court. Sociol- 
ogy strives to find oft what belongs and 
pertains to society, and what does not. 

“A man should think not only what 
effect a deed has on himself, but what 
effect it has upon cocilety. Somebody 
must rule over the others. If there is 
not some leader or ruler, there will be 
no society. Let us make the preacher a 
strong leader,’ 

During the sermon Dr. Wilmer touched 
On some leading sociological questions, 
some of which were discussed in the 
ree Sociological Society’s conven- 

on. 
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Dr. William J. Holtzclaw preached on 
“The Carnal and Spiritual Mind in Con- 
trast,”’ the third in his series of Sunday 
morning sermons, on the eighth chapter 
of Romans, the text being the sixth and 
seventh verses of the chapter: ‘‘For to 
be carnally-minded is death, but to be 
spiritually-minded is life and peace. 
cause the carnal mind is enmity against 
God, for it is not subject to the law of 
God: neither indeed can be.’ Dr. Holtz- 
claw said in part: 

“By the carnal is meant the fleshly or 
unregenerated mind. Its condifion is the 
result of that depraved nature which was 
born of the transgression in Eden. It 
has been transmitted from our first pa- 
rents to all posterity. This carnal] mind 
is distinctly opposed to that which man 
possessed when God created him in His 
own image. It is the wreck, or what is 
left, of that which was Intelligent in a 
far greater degree before the fall. 

“We have no way of knowing the dif- 
ference between the knowledge our fore- 
parents in Eden possessed and fhe de- 
gree of knowledge to which they might 
have attained if they could have eaten of 
the tree of knowledge. One thing we do 
know, and that is the once intelligent 
mind is now ignorant and the once holy 
mind is now impure. It was once happy 
and bore thecimage of the heavenly, but 
now wnhappy and earthly. 

‘1. The fruits of the carnal mind are 
obvious: ‘It Is enmity against God.’ The 
ungodly are against God in thought and 
action. Thev are ‘not subject to the law 
They re- 
bel against God's word and put it out 
of their hands and out of their minds. It 
is now fashionable to put God's word 
ont of the school. The provhet'sequestion 
of old could be appronriately asked: ‘Who 
is on the Lord’s side?’ It is no longer 
ponular ta be a genuine Christian. Jesus 
said: ‘The world will hate you and say 
all manner of evil against von for My 
enke.’ Perhans there was never a time 
when men strive against the Holy Spir- 
it’s influence as thev do now. Here is the 
enmitr referred to in the text. Men stay 
away from God's house to keep down con- 
victions. 

“The spiritual mind ie exactly the oppo- 
site of the carnal, ‘If any man have 
not the spirit of Christ he is none of His.’ 
The true child of God is ‘born of the Spir- 
it.” He is leg bv the Spirit and seeks af- 
ter sniritual knowPdge. He en‘*vs eter- 
nal life from God and peace with God. 
"Thea frrit of the Svirit is love. jiov. peace. 
lone-suffering. gentleness, goodness faith. 
meekness. temperance: agze'tnet «ich there 
‘se no law. And thev that are Christ's 
have crucified the flesh with the 2ffections 
and lusts. If we live in the Spirit. tet 
ns also walk in the spirit. Let us not be 
desirous of vainglory. rrovokine one an- 
other. envvine one another. Man's nat- 
ural cendition is one of 4eprevitv and 
exposedness to etern3l desth. He was so 
impaired by sir that it is impossible to 
amend his condition. He must be made a 
new creature. ‘If any man be in Christ 
he is a new creature. olf things are pass- 
ed AWAY; behold all things are become 
new.

“This simple word, ‘rest,’ touches the 
heart of humanity fuller and deeper than 
anything else, for it alone can convey 
happiness and confer peace and comfort 
to the troubled soul in giving freedom 
from care and anxiety—in producing tran- 
quillity of mind and calmness of spirit 
amid the disturbing elements and agita- 
tions of an earthly pilgrimage. 

“When Dante, the poet, in exile was 
asked by the monks, ‘My brother, what 
are you seeking?’ replied, ‘1 am seeking 
that which the heart ever craves—rest!’ 
The world cannot give it, nor is it imposed 
by a man’s environments or his posses- 
sions, nor can the power of the intellect 
give it, only can it be bestowed by the 
conseeration of the heart to God.”’

In treating the topic of God's blessing 
aman that a man might bless the 
world he itemized certain marked feat- 
ures of Abraham's character. 

“The father of the faithful 
friend of God was a blessing in 
home. 

“He was a good husband and father. 
He was a blessing to his tribe because 
of his worthy example of domestic piety. 
Besides this, he was a blessing as a sub- 
lime illustration of unwavering confidence 
in the guidance of God in all the details 
of his individual life. As a steward he 
administered his fortune in the interests 
of the kingdom of God, ff®ely yielding 
his tithes to Melchizedek. 

“Abraham's blessing was wide in ex- 
tent. God said: ‘In thee and in thy 
seed shall all nations of the earth be 
blessed.’ It is endless in the matter of 
time. Never till the dispensation shall 
and will the beneficent effects of Abra- 
ham's faith and consecration cease to 
operate for human betterment. It is in- 
spiring today and reappears in every 
devoted Christian life. When the culture 
of Gfeece shall disappear and the laws 
of Rome find no place in civic instftu- 
tions the religion of Abraham and Israel 
will continue to course its spiritual 
blessings through the heart of God-trust- 
ing humanity.’

THEY REGRET 10 
SBE WRENN LEAVE 


Retirement of Popular Passenger Of- 
ficial Deplered by Railroad Men. 


BIG FOUR TO OPEN OFFICE 


Passenger Department of C. C. C. and 
St. L. Will Have Representative 
in Atlanta—Beymer To Be 
Made Auditor—Other 
Railway News. 


Nothing that has happened in railway 
circles in recent years has caused more 
general regret than thé announcement 
that Passenger Traffic Manager B. W. 
Wrenn, of the Plant system, will not 
be in charge of its passenger department 
after the consolidation with the Atlantic 
Coast Line on July 1 

Colonel Wrenn is well known in At- 
lanta, and the passenger men of this 
city, all of whom are his friends, are 
unanimous in expressing their regrets 
that he is to leave the service. 

The progress of railroad consolidation 
has been Colonel Wrenn's~ Nemesis. For 
a number of years he was at the head 
of the passenger business of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia. He 
had built up a magnificent business, and, 
despite the fact that the road had to 
fight al] the others in this territory, it 
got a good share of the business. 

At one time a great part of the pas- 
senger business from Atlanta to the east 
moved over this route via Chattanooga. 
When the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia went into the Southern, the 
management of its passenger business 
was put into other hands. 

Colonel Wrenn’s work with the Plant 
system has given him a national reputa- 
tion, and it is the opinion of most rail- 
road men that the popularity which the 
System now enjoys is more to be at- 
tributed to the work of Colonel Wrenn 
than to anything else. Now, when its 
passenger business is considered almost 
as good as that of any road in the coun- 
try, the system is taken over by another 
company and a new man put in. 

In speaking of the retirement of Colo- 
nel Wrenn, General Passenger Agent 
Charles E. Harman, of the Western and 
Atlantic, said to a representative of The 
Constitution yesterday: 

“Colonel Wrenn’s retirement will 
regretted by passenger men in every 
part of the country. He is recognized 
as one of the best men who has ever 
been in the passenger business, and few 
railroad officials have ever attained the 
popularity that he enjoys. 

“At the recent meeting of the confer- 
ence committee of the Southeastern Pas- 
senger Association at Memphis the rumor 
that Colonel Wrenn might leaves. the 
service was generally discussed, and was 
the cause of universal regret. 

“B. W. Wrenn is a versatile man—one 
whose talents would have won him suc- 
cess in any line of business. That he 
has mad@ a most successful railroad. man 
every one who is posted on such matters 
knows. There is hardly a man in. -the 
passenger business in the southeast whose 
retirement would have been received with 
more sincere regret.’’ 

The organization of the traffic depart- 
ment of the Atlantic Coast Line system, 
as announced in The Constitution yes- 
terday morning, was a favorite topic 
among railroad men yesterday. That it 
is a Coast Line orgahization is certainly 
very clear. Railroad men regard the 
statements of certain officials, that the 
people will hardly be able to tell that 
the consolidation has been made after 
it becomes effective, as rather humorous 
in the light of these appointments. 


Big Four To Open Office Here. 
The Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and 
St. Louis, the Big Four route, ts to open 
a passenger office In Atlanta at an early 
date. Neither the exact date when the 
Office will be opened nor the name of the 
official who will be in charge can be 
given at this time, but it can be au- 
thoritatively stated that the office will 
be opened quite soon. 
This is a recognition of the importance 
of Atlanta as a railroad center. At one 
time the Big Four had an office here. 
Later it was taken up and the business 
transacted from Cincinnati. The results 
have not been as satisfactory as when 
the company was represented in the 
south. The company has~ decided to 
establish a freight office in Birmingham, 
as announced several days ago in The 
Constitution, and a passenger office in 


Atlanta. , 

ouaieel Southern Freight Agent W. F. 
Greaves, who now has headquarters at 
Cincinnati, will have charge of the Bir- 
mingham office. Sid B. Jones, who has 
been contracting agent of the Louisville 
and Nashville at Birmingham under Gen- 
eral Agent E. A. DeFuntak, has been 
appointed traveling freight agent for the 
Big Four, with headquarters at Birming- 
ham. He will report to Mr. Greaves. 

H. 8S. Bucknor has been appointed com- 
mercial agent for the Big Four at New 
Orleans, with headquarters at 710 Com- 
mon street. He will have charge of both 
freight and-=- passenger business. On 
freight he will report to General Freight 
Agent W. F. Greaves at Birmingham. On 
passenger business he will report to Gen- 
eral Agent Passenger Department sid 7. 
Gates at Louisville. 


Beymer To Be Appointed. 

Announcement is made from Savannah 
that W. B. Beymer, who is at the pres- 
ent time freight and passetiger account- 
ant of the Central of Georgia Railway 
Company, will on July 1 be made auditor 
of the company, succeeding H. A. Dunn, 
who has gone to New York to accept a 
position with Haskins & Sells, well- 
known public accountants. The appoint- 
ment of Mr. Beymer was predicted in 
The Constitution several days ago. The 
appointment will be made by Major J. 
F. Hanson, who, as chairman of the 
board, has charge of the financial affairs 
of the company.

ATLANTA, GA., June 30, 1902. 
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A Very Hard Proposition. 

One of the toughest questions the 
republican spellbinders will confront 
this fall is this: 

If the protective tariff has resulted in 
greatly increasing the cost of living, why 
has it not increased wageg in proportion 
to meet that extra cost? 


That the cost of the necessaries of 
life generally, and especially those 
that are of the greatest consumption 
by the mass of the people who live 
by wage-earning, is beyond dispute. 
The republican orator who would be 
brazen enough to deny it can be easi- 

‘ly confounded by the market quota- 
tions from the files of any cross-roads 
weekly newspaper. The manufactur- 
ers and producers of these necessary 
articles of daily consumption are told 
to rejoice and be glad that the protec- 
tive tariff has turned over the monopo- 
ly of .the home markets to them and 
that they have thus been enabled to 
pluck the home consumer for untold 
millions of extra profits. That part 
Of the song sings along all right. 

_ But we find that the employers and 
employees of protected industries in 
‘this country are as one to nine of the 
consumers. A very large percentage 
of the wage-earners get not one cent 
of their incomes from _ protected 
sources and yet every time they buy 
food, clothing, furniture, implements, 
or any other product of protected in- 
dustries they must pay a heavy per- 
centage of extra price to the protected. 
Even if the trusts should show, that 
they pay somewhat better wages to 
the few workers they employ, yet 
there are nine workers to their one 
who get no extra pay. 

The result is that all over the coun- 
try the workers and their wives are 
comparing the figures of the past 
with those of the present and demand- 
ing to know why the wages of today 
purchase so much less of a living than 
did the wages of five and ten years 
ago? They are coming slowly but 
surely to see the answer in the rapid 
creation and government protection 
of the trusts. And their wrath against 
these commercial cormorants is rising 
with every new revelation of their rob- 
beries. 

The republicans are oily and eely 
dodgers, but they will need their most 
consummate agilities to get away 
from the man with the ensmalled din- 
ner pailand the enlarged beef bill in 
the coming campaign. And it is our 
belief that the man with the grievance 
will slay the Goliath of the Trusts.

| dependence was flatly exploded by the 
| @lear and fortified testimony of the ad- 


miral. He was there in possession of 
the situation by the acts of war and 
knew that his duty was to hold the 
country subject to the will of the high- 
er powers of his homé government. 
Therefore, he made no trade or prom- 
ise that compromises the honor or ac- 
tfon of this country toward the Filt- 
pinos. 

As to their capacity for self-govern- 
ment the admiral admits that he once 
declared them quite as capable as the 
Cubans, but now Ke stands wpon the 
square-toed belief that neither the one 
nor the other is capable of self-goy- 
ernment after the fashion that would 
satisfy American ideas. 

When the committee asked the aé- 
miral questions that he did not deem 
pertinent he refused to answer and on 
one occasion he took his hat and bow- 
ed himself out of the committee room. 
He evidently didn’t care to be baited 
for political purposes while willing 
to tell the facts as he knew them, 
and one can hardly blame him for 
his resistance in the instances refer- 
red to.

Franchises for Underground Opera- 
tions. 

For the privilege of tunneling un- 
derneath Manhattan island the Penn- 
sylvania railroad is required to pay 
into the treasury of the city of New 
York the annual sum of $75,535 for the 
first ten years for which the franchise 
is granted and after the expiration of 
this time the city is to receive from 
the railroad the annual sum of $114- 
871 for the next fifteen years. 

In exacting this heavy financial 
tribute from the Pennsylvania railroad 
the city o f New York occupies ad- 
vanced ground in the matter of taxing 
corporations for franchises granted, 
and goes much further fhan any other 
city in the United States has yet gone. 
Many municipalities throughout the 
country have taken the position that 
franchises for the use of public prop- 
erty by street railway corporations 
are too valuable to be thrown away, 
and that such privileges should bring 
substantial revenues into the treas- 
ury, but New York goes so far as to 
exact compensation not only for the 
privilege of using the streets of the 
city, but also for the privilege of bur- 
rowing down into the ground over 
which the city is built, claiming that 
municipal jurisdiction extends verti- 
cally. downward to the center of the 
earth as well as horizontally over the 
superficial area embraced within the 
corporate limits. 

Though municipalities have hereto- 
fore proceeded upon the idea that no 
franchise values in the ordinary sense 
of the term existed underneath the 
soll, it is likely that the example set 
by the country’s: leading metropolis 
will find favor in the eyes of other 
cities though the occasion for digging 
down into the bowels of the earth in 
localities where cities are located is 
not apt to arise frequently. :

COPIES OF BACON’ S SPEECH’ 


By Jos: : Obl. ' 

Washington, June 2.—(Special.)—An art- 
icle in The Constitution is responsible for 
a demand for two hundred thousand 
copies of a recent speech of Senator Ba- 
con for genera] distribution. This de- 
mand comes from one man who proposes 
to bear all the expense of printing the 
speech and of its distribution. 

On last Saturday George Foster Pea- 
body, whose prominence in southern edu- 
cational matters has endeared him to 
the people of Georgia and other sates of 
the south, left Atlanta for New York. 
At his breakfast he picked up a copy of 
The Constitution and after reading the 
news columns turned to the editorial 
page. There he found an extract from a 
speech of Senator Bacon in which the 
Georgian dwelt particularly upon the 
character and characteristics of the peo- 
ple of the Philippine Islands. That inter- 
ested him, and he read it through, At 
Williamson, Ga., he sent the following 
telegram to Senator Bacon: 


“Williamson, Ga., June 21.—Hon. A. O. 
Bacon, United States Senator—Allow me 
to express my profound sense of obliga- 
tion to you for the lofty and elevated 
and truly Christian presentation of the 
Philippines quesfion in the speech I 
have read in Saturday's Constitution. 1 
am proud as a Georgian of such a repre- 
sentative.

Upon his argival at New York Mr. Pea- 
body followed this with a letter in the 
same tone in which he asked Senator Ba- 
con to put him in communication with 
the government printing office, as he was 
anxious to secure 10,000 copies of that 
speech for distribution among his friends, 
particularly among the ministry. The 
portion used in The Constitution was 


part of a speech which went into otaer 


phases of the Philippine question, and 
when the entire speech was sent Mr. Pea- 
body by the government printer, he at 
once signified a desire to have 200,000 
copies of the entire speech printed for 
him, in addition to the 10,000 copies oI 
the excerpt which first caught his eye. 
He will foot the bills for printing ana 
distribution, 


It is mot generally known, but it is a 
fact that members of the senate and the 
house have to bear the entire expense of 
the printing of extra copies of their 
speeches which they distrfpute. ‘I‘nere 1s 
an impression outside of Washington that 
the expense of printing these speeches is 
borne by the government. That is not 
at all the case. Every word that is ut- 
tered in either house is stenographically 
reported and appears in the Congressional] 
Record. That is, of course, a government 
publication, but members of congress 
have to pay for any extra copies of the 
Record they may desire, just as outsiders 
have to pay for them.’ With the printing 
of the Congressional Record the govern- 
ment expense ends. When a member 
sends out copies of his speech for his 
constituents he has to bear the entire 
cost. The type is held for him at the 
government printing office, but he is 
charged for the setting and printing. As 
all the typesettifig in the government 
printing office is done by hand, and as the 
paper used is of fine quality, the cost is 
greater than it would be to have the 
same work done in any of the many job 
offices in Washington. The advantage, of 
course, Is that being “part of the Con- 
gres#ional Record” the speech, when turn- 
ed olit from the government printing of- 
fice, can be franked through the: mails 
by the man who delivered it. A member 
of the senate or the house who sends 
any number of copies of hig speech to 
the people of his state or district is often 
put to the personal expense Of Several 
hundred dollars. Two speeches a session 
will make a big hole in the salary of a 
member of congress. Perhaps if the fact 
that’ thie expense has to be borne by the 
men who make the speeches and not by 
the government were more generally 
known, fewer of the apeeches would be 
thrown away without being read, 


_——_—_ 


Another thing not generally known is 
that there is no such thing as “leave to 
print’ in the senate. In the house @ man 
may hold the floor not more than a 
minute and yet when his speech appears 
it is found long enough to have consumed 
a couple of hours. In any general de- 
bate it is,customary for the house to 
grant all who have participated to ex- 
tend their remarks in the Record. This 
is absolutely necessary in the house, 
where the pressure for time is so great 


‘and where in the very nature of things it 


is impossible for evérybody who desires 
it to be giveh unlimited time. A compro- 
mise ig reached by letting each mem- 
ber extend his remarks. Many speeches 
do not appear in the Record the day they 
are delivered. Members “withhold their 
remarks’ for revisfon, and when revised 
they are turned in to the printer. Each 
day’s Record contains several complete 
speeches which have been delivered, of 
partially delivered, on some previous day. 
These are carried in the front pages of 
the publication about which the para- 
grapbers make so much fun, but which— 
it may be said in passing—is a highly in- 
teresting document. After these pages 
of speeches, the routine proceedings of 
the senate and thouwse are resented, 
But in-the senate, as I have said, there 
is no euch thing known as the “leave to 
print.” A senate speech appears just as 
delivered. It may be held out for purely 
rhetorical corrections, but members of 
the senate have time to discuss all sub- 
jects and it is never necessary for them 
to put matter in the Record from lack of 
opportunity to speak on the floor.

iy PLEASANT AEMORY 


- OF KING EDWARD VII 


By Bam W. Small. 


In 1878 I was at the Universal exmgition ' 
fin Paris acting as secretary to the com- 
missioner general of the United grates. 
We had a compact and marvelouwly in- 
teresting section devoted to the exhipition 
of the industries, manufactures ang arts 
of our great republic. We were naturally 
proda of it, for in spite of the niggardly 
provision of means by congress, Genera! 
“McCormick bad inspired the entysiasm 
of the best producers in the United States 
and gathered the best exhibit in quality 
that this country, with the addej expe- 
riences of the centennial in 15s, could 
supply. 

The American exhibit was easfly the 
marvel of the great show and attracted 
the study and applause of the eminent 
visitors of all nations, and, in proportion, 
we brought away more awards of supe- 
rior merit and personal honors than any 
other country represented in the expo- 


b sition. 


Our section lay next to that of Great 
Britain, Canada and the English colonies. 
The officials of both great powers being 
of the same lingo we naturally frater- 
nized much and our intercourse grew into 
a cordiality that obliterated tank and 
dignities between us. 

It was at the expositions that I firsi 
met personally the prince and princess 
of Wales, now King Edward VII and 
Queen Alexandra, of the British empire. 

One sultry morning in July | reached 
our pavilion, heading our section and 
fronting on L’Avenue des Nations, at an 
earlier hour than usual—for it was mail 
day from -the United States and tmpor- 
tant documents were expected from the 
state department at Washington. I had 
hardly slitted the envelopes to examine 
by” dates offielal papers when William, 
our colored factotum of the official wick-

the suave and courtly British commis- 
sioner, Sir Philip Cunliffe Owen, with 
whom I had already established a cordial 
acquaintance, 

I ‘explained to him that our commis- 
sioner general, McCormick, was detain- 
ed in the city by the serious fliness of 
his wife, who, by the way, was a most 
accomplished daughter of Senator Allen 
G. Thutman, of Ohfio. 

Sir Philip expressed his sympathies with 
the sick lady and her distressed consort, 
but went on to gay that their royal high- 
nesses, the prince and princess of Wales, 
were at that moment In the British sec- 
tion and had commanded him to precede 
them and request permission to enter the 
American inspection and inspect a part 
of it, at least, in advance of the crowds 
that began always to throng it toward the 
middie of the day and thence to the clos- 
ing hour. 

This was a wholly unexpected request. 
We had usually advance notices of the 
contemplated visits of Toyal personages, 
princes and ambassadors, international 
jurors and the like, and always made 
formal arrangements for their reception, 
guidance and entertainment. I expressed 
regret to Sir Philip that no notice has 
been given and that none of our eminent 
American officials were present or acces- 
sible to receive and accompany their 
royal highnesses—butf, most assuredly, 
they were very welcome at their pleas- 
ure, 

“Oh, come now, my dear fellow,’’ re- 
plied Sir Philip, “we'll not stop on that. 
You Americans are always ready for 
emergencies and this fs no great one af- 
ter all. Their royal highnesses are as 
democratic as you are when the occasion 
requires, and this morning they are j@est 
after taking a glimpse around without 
suite or ceremony. Come, now, take us 
in hand like a good fellow, and I'am sure 
we'll be grateful!’ 

What else could I do after that? True, 
I was in the most ultra and possibly outre 
Parisian neglige summer togs—for Paris 
was juet then hotter than! But I shook 
up my American nerve and mg best 
southern manner—a first-class Georgia in- 
vitation of noblesse oblige—a@nd permitted 
Sir Philip to bring on his highness outfit! 

While he was gone after them I scur- 
ried down to the guard quarters and 
found Ensign Lucien Young—him we now 
cOmmander 
in the mavy and late captain of the port 
of Havana. Lucien, for his heroic sal- 
vage work in the wreck of the Huron 
shortly before, had been made commander 
of the naval guard for our exhibit. He 
blew yp his jackies in their spick-spannest 
uniforms and posted them about the 
entrances of the main department of our 
section and drew up a double file to sa- 
lute the prince and princess ag they en- 
tered from the British section. 

The party that came in consisted of the 
prince and princess of Wales, Lord Lyons, 
the British ambassador, and Lady Lyons, 
Sir Philip Cunliffe Owen, the British com- 
missioner; Sir Francis Knollys, the sec- 
retary to the prince; Sir Mdward Reed 
and a couple of grand dames whose 
names [ cannot recall. 

In the meantime Dr. Edward H. Knight, 
our commissioner of the mechanical de- 
partment, and Dr, John Philbrick, of Bos- 
ton, in charge of our educational exnib- 
its, had arrived and were impressed for 
duty in the conduct of the party. 

The introductions were made Sir 
Philip in @ courtierlike and pleasant fasn- 
jon and their royal highnesses were as 
gracious and informal tn accepting us 
as the most éexactIhg sovereign of a free 
republic could wish. 

The prince was attired in the quiet and 
elegant morning suit of a solid Parisian 
gentleman, though carrying his gloves in 
and not on his hands. The reagon for 
this informality I discovered later. 

The princess was handsomely gowned fn 
a quiet-toned gown of gray silk, perfect- 
ly tailored and fitting ner tallish, grace- 
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her form by a skillfuy sculptor. It wag 
noticable that the collar was of the 
stocg patterns in spite of the sultry 
weather, and I believe it is true that 
sometrouble of her throat contour come 
pels fer to that device so omnipresent In 
her @&stumes. She carried a light sun- 
shad@in her left hand and kept the right 
han@busy in the manipulation of a jew- 
eled Dranette.

Advatce Guard of Delegates 
Will Arrive in the City 
Today. 


QUESTION OF LOCAL OPTION 
MAY DELAY ADJOURNMENT 


State Gathering Will Be Called +o 
Order Wednesday at Noon in 
_ the House of Representa- 
“ tives—Many Delegates 
aos To Come, 


- Tomoyrow the advance guard of the 
delegates to the state democratic con- 
vention will arrive, and hotel lobbies wil! 
present lively. scenes in anticipation of 
the gathering of Wednesday. 

On Wednesday at noon Chairman E. 
T. Brown will call the state convention 
to order in the hall of the house of rep- 
resentatives and the brief work before it 
will be taken up and dispatched, proba- 
bly in short order. 

There ig ‘only one thing so far as can 
be seen that will delay the adjournment 
of the convention beyond an early hour 
on Wednesday afternoon—the question of 
inserting a local option plank in the state 
platform. What the outcome will be 
there is no means of predicting, but that 
local option will cause a brief eontest, 
ihe only fight before the ae there 
is little doubt. 

It will doubtlesg come in the shape of 
an effort to#make the indorsement of lo- 
cal option a plank in the state platform, 


an@sho'@4hat fall perhaps there will. 
be efforts to give ihdorsement to that | 


view of the liquor question by resolution. 

In view of the indorsement of loca) op- 
tlan by the democrats of the state in 
the recent primary there are many mem- 
bers of the party who hold that the 
state convention should make some fa- 
vorable expression on the subject. Mr. 
Terrell, the party nominee for governor, 
received 62,000 votes, and Colonel J. H. 
Estill, who also stood for local option, !f | 
anything, in a manner more pronounced | 
than did Mr: Terrell, received over 35.- | 
000 votes, making nearly 100,000, as against | 
the 41,000 for Mr. Guerry, the prohibition 
candidate. These facts are cited by those | 
members of the party who think the con- 
vention should indorse that faith, and in 
addition they say this contest was waged 
principally on that issue. 

On the other hand there are members 
of the party, and there will be mary 
tielegates in the convention who will 
oppose any effort to make local option a 
plank in the platform. There were other 
issues in the fight, they assert, and the 
people did not confine themselves to ex- 
pression solely on that subject. They 
gay for many reasons the liquor question 
should be left oren for discussion and 
free expression, and that in so far as is 
possibln It- should not be brought int> 
party politics. 

The situation presenting itself in this 
light it will be practically impossible to 
avoid a contest on sthig matter before 
the, state convention, 

Many Delegates To Come. 

While there are only 350 votes in the 
etate convention, it is certain that some- 
thing like 600 delegates or more will be 
present. Many counties entitled to two 
or four votes have chosen anywhere 
from six to ten delegates. Few of the 
counties have confined themselves in the 
selection of delegates to the number of 
votes allotted them. While all of these 
may not come it Is practically assured 
that there will be nearly twice as many 
delegates here ag there are votes. This 
is a method some counties took of send- 
ing active supporters of the various can- 
didates who had opposition wherever it 
was possible. 

It is likely there will be politicians in 
Atlanta from all parts of the state who 
are not members of the convention, on 
Wednesday, as there is always much of 
interest’ to those of political tendencies 
at a great state gathering like this. There 
are fences to be kept in shape and friends 
to be seen and new friends to be made. 
So the crowd will come. 

Much interest will center in the selec. 
tion of a new state executive committee. 
The convention will have to choose a 
chairman and vice chairman and twen- 
ty-two members of the new committee, 
two from each congressional district. The 
new chairman will appoint eleven others, 
one from each district, making thirty- 
five, and the national committeeman for 
Georgia, who its also a member, makes 
the thirty-sixth. 

Work of the Convention. 

Besides the election of a new commit- 
tee and the formal nominations for state 
house officers and judges and solicitors 
the convention will have ro adopt a par- 
.ty platform. This will deal with state 
issues principally and will, in a general 
way. touch also on nationgl topics, but 
with the exception of the local option 
feature which may or may not go In, the 
formulation of the platform will be a 
matter of small difficulty. 

The protest made by Colonel J. H. Es- 
till calling attention to certain allegcod 
irregularities: in certain counties in the 
recent primary may be brought to the 
attention of the convention in some way, 
but it is not likely, it is said, that any 
action will be taken with regard to it. 
In fact, it ig said that Colonel Estill does 
not expect that anything will be done 
about it, and that he considers what he 
hag said has already aecomplished its 
purpose.

PROBABLE SUCCESSOR AT 
EMORY IS DISCUSSED 


Rev. James E. Dickey Says He Does 
Not Know What His Decision 
Would Be Should the Pres- 
‘idency Be Tendered 

Him. ‘

Rev. Dr. C. E. Dowman, president of 
Emory college, was in the city yester- 
day, and when seen by a representative 
of The Constitution stated that he would 
within a few days tender his resigna- 
tion as president of Emory, as he had 
been appointed presiding elder of the 
Atlanta district, as was exclusively an- 
nounced by The Constitution yesterday 
morning. 

In speaking of the matter, Dr. Dow- 
man said that he got the consent of his 


| mind to leave the college and resume his

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ministerial duties only after an earnest 
appeal from Bishop Candler to take up 
the work of the Atlanta district. He 
stated that he was by no means tire! of 
college work, though it had been ex- 
tremely trying upon him physically, but 
he felt that this call to again take up 
the regular duties of a minister was a 
providential one, and that his heart, like 


that of all ministers, naturally turned to 
“the work which was dearest to him. 


An Important Charge. x 

The Atlanta district of which Dr. 
Dowman will have charge is the largest 
and strongest in the southern Methodist 
church, having within its confines about 
twenty-two charges and 10,000 members. 
The position of presiding elder is conse- 
quently a most important one. 
When Dr. Dowman’s resignation goes 
in to the board of trustees of Emory a 
meeting will be called immediately and 
the question of his successor taken up. 
Yesterday morning’s Constitution car- 
ried the news of Dr. Dowman’s resigna- 
tion all ever the state, and aroused great 
interest among the alumni and sup- 
porters of the college as to-his successor. 

Several prominent Georgia ministers 
and laymen have been mentioned in con- 
nection with the place. Most prominent 
among those mentioned is Rev. James E. 
Dickey, pastor of Grace church, Atlanta. 
Rev. Mr. Dickey is an A. B. graduate of 
the college of the class of 1891, and fora 
number of years held the chair of his- 
tory and political economy. During the 
time that he was connected with the 
college he was held in the highest esteem 
by the members of the student body, 
and with each student was very popular. 
When questioned yesterday as to wheth- 
er or not he would accept the place in 
the event of his election, he stated that, 
in\ the first place, it was by no means 
certain that he would be tendered the 
position, and in the second place, if he 
were, it would be an open question with 
him as to his acceptance; that he would 
have to consider the question before he 
decided one way or the other. 

Others whose names have been men- 
tioned as men likely for the place are 
Rev. H. 8S. Bradley, pastor of Trinity 
church, Atlanta, and W. L. Weber, the 
present professor of English at Emory. 

The question of Dr. Dowman’'s succes- 
sor will be watched with much interest.

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BICYCLE SCORGHERS PULLED| 


Were Racing Sunday Evening on 


= 


Louis B. Magid, who is visiting the 
south in.the interest of silk worm cul- 
ture with a view to interesting the farm- 
ers of this section in this profitable in- 
dustry, is probably one of the best post- 
ed men in the United States on this in- 
teresting subject; Not only is he thor- 
oughly versed in the technique of the 
business, but he has made an exhaustive 
study of the history of silk worm cul- 
ture from the time of its early begin- 
ning in far away Cathay down to the 
present day. Anything bearing on the 
subject appeals to him just as certain 
phases of study or history appeal to the 
Hterateur. Last night at the Majestic 
Mr. Magid talked interesting on his pet 
subjéct: 

“The Chinese historians tell us, that 
silk was first spun as far back as 170 
B. C., or thrae thousand six hundred and 


five years ago, in the reign of Hoang TI, 
the third Chinese emperor. The legend 
goes on to say that he was desirous of 
his legitimate wife, Si-ling-chi, contrib- 
uting to the happinéss and- comfort of 
his people, an@ to that end charged her 
to examine the silk worms, which 
abound in China, and test the practica- 
bility of using the thread for weaving. 
This she did. Her lord and master had 
a specially prepared place for her to 
pursue her studies in, and it was not 
long before she had mastered a vast 
amount of information concerning the 
hitherto useless silk worm. .She learned 
the proper mode of raising and caring 
for them, as well as all the details of 
reeling the tiny threads ‘of the cocoons 
for textile purposg@. .It Is claimed that 
even to this day the empresses of China 
on a certain day go through the cere- 
mony of feeding the silk worms and 
thus rendering homage to Se-ling-chi, 
the goddess of silk worms. When the 
manufacture of silk was afterwards first 
introduced into southern . Europe the 
threads Prom which the fabric was 
woven was brought by caravans from 
the Far East, and the European man- 
ufacturers did not know the origin of 
the material they were converting into 
tlie rarest and most beautiful of cloths. 

“The culture of silk worms in Europe 
was unknown until two Sistorian 
monks, returning to Europe from China, 
where they had been missionaries, 
brought te the Roman emperor Jus- 
tinian a number of fine silk worm eggs 
which they had managed to conceal in 
their pilerim staves. At the same time 
they explained to him all the details 
of the art of making silk, which they 
had studied carefully while in China. It 
was not long before the industry had 
spread rapidly over Italy, Turkey, 
Greece, France, Spain, Portugal and 
even to Africa. 

“But it is of more modern times that 
we are most interested. The industry 
was first introduced in this country ff 
1622, when James I sent silk worms, mul- 
berry. trees and printed instructions to 
Virginia in the hope that the natives of 
that state would find the industry profit- 
able. The planters, however, made little 
progress in the industry, as they con- 
sidered tobacco more profitable. It was 
in Georgia, in 1750; at Savannah, that 
the industry first gained a substantial 
foothold. In that year a filature or reel- 
ing plant was established near Savannah 
and the output of ruled silk increased 
from 100 pounds in 1755 to 700 pounds in 
1758, and over 10,000 pounds, or $75,000 
worth, in 1759. From that time, for some 
unknown reason, but doubtless the in- 
creased attention paid.to cotton, the in- 
dustry declined. 

“In 1760 the silk worm was introduced 
into Connecticut, and for eighty-four 
years that state lead the union in produc- 
tion. Many of the northern states took 
up the industry and it spread rapidly un- 
wi the revolutionary war, when it was 
given a fatal blow. .It was generally re- 
vived in 1826, and for ten years thousands 
of people were engaged in it. In 1836 one 


| of the most severe winters of the century 


visited America and killed al] the mul- 


| berry trees, which are absolutely essen- 


tial to the cultivation of the worm. Since 
that day the growing of silk worms has 
been a lost art in this country. Many 
who had grown worms turned their at- 
tention to the manufacture of the raw 
material. 

‘*Today,. $50,000,000 worth of raw material 
is imported to this country and woven 
into the finished product, which repre- 
sents a valuation of $100,000,000. Now why 
can’t this money be kept right here in 
this country? I1 think it can, and it is 
with this end in view that I am in the 
south advocating this industry.”’

‘Have you noticed,’’ remarked the night 
hawk, ‘“‘the remarkable increage in the 
drug habit during the past few years in 
Atlanta? No? Well, that’s because you 
are not up late at night like I am. My 
business keeps me up until 3 o'clock in 
the morning and I usually drop by an all- 
night drug store and wait for a cam which 
goes out my way. The sight I see there 
sometimes are horroring. Every ten or 
fifteen minutes some poor, broken-down 
wreck will come in with the quick nery- 
ous step of the dope fiend, call the clerk 
off to one side and, after getting his 
‘shot,’ wil] walk out a different man. The 
transformation in an habitual morphine 
fiend who is suffering for drugs, after 
his craving is satisfied, ig something 
amazing. A man will come in looking as 
if he were on the verge of a collapse—as 
if he could not last another day. After 
he gets his shot he picks up and takes on 
new life in a remarkably short time. You 
wouldn’t know him. 

‘But what I started oyt to say was 
that the vast majority of the dope fiends 
of Atlanta are comparatively young men— 
many of them mere boys in their teens. 
How they got started is a mystery to me. 
I suppose it is because they think it 
smart. Something ought to be done to 
protect these youngsters, but just how to 
go at it Is a question.”

Speaking of the peculiarities of the silk 
worm, Mr. Magid gave some interesting 
information. 

“In deseribing the life of the silk worm, 
we will begin with the egg, in which 
form a start is usually made in this busi- 
ness. They cost about 2.500 an ounce. 
The eggs are yellowish and about the 
size of a mustard seed. During cultiva- 
tion they change color, becoming violet 
or green. The standard ounce is equiva- 
lent to about 2% grammes and contains 
about #,000 eggs. The mother moth lays 
about 300 to 400 eggs, so that it requires 
ohne hundred females to produce 1 ounce 
of eggs. The insects mode but once, and 
for this reason it requires an equal num- 
ber of males to produce fertile or viable 
eggs. At birth one hundred silk worms 
weigh about 1 grain. -After the first 
molt, when six days old, it weighs 16

grains. After second molt, 8 to 10 days 
old, it weighs 94 grains. And s0 on up 


to the time it is ready to spin up it weighs | 


9,500 grains. Silk worms must be fed con- 
stantly. It is a great eater—simply a ma- 
chine for transforming muiberry leaves 
Into silk. The more it eats the greater 
the harvest and the profit. It simply eats 
and never sleeps. Forty thousand worms, 
or the progenécy of 1 ounce of eggs, will 
consume during their lifetime, or say 
thirty-three days, about 2,200 pounds of 
mulberry leaves."’ 


“J notice,” remarked rhe ee poll- 
ticlan, “that the Hon, J. C. C, Black, of 
Augusta, is to introduce a ty Thomas Ki.

Who would 
ever have thought thig possible several 
years ago!

Sections of the present charter, either in the city code of 1899, 
or in subsequent legislative acts amendatory of it, which are retained 


without change, are enumerated in their proper places. 
The new charter contains five chapters which are entirely new, 


besides dealing with the subjects of the present charter, 


The new 


chapters are those on board gevernment, parks and forestry, hospi- 
tals, electrical control and franchises. : 

That part of the chapter on elections, which provides for pri- 
maries at the expense of the city with regulations, is all new and is 
the result of an exhaustive study of the subject. 


CHAPTER ONE. 
Boundaries, Limits and Powers. 


AN ACT TO PROVIDE AND ESTAB- 
LISH A NEW AND REVISED CHAR- 
TER FOR THE CITY OF ATLANTA, 


“\.. AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 


Section —. Be it enacted by the senate 
and house of representatives of the state 
of Georgia, in general assembly met, and 
it is hereby enacted by authority of the 
game: That the inhabitants of the terri- 
tory hereinafter designated are hereby 
continued corporate by the name and 
style of the city of Atianta, a body pol- 
4itic and corporate with thespower of mu- 
nicipal government in all things needful 
for the general welfare by such ordi- 
nances, resolutions and by-laws for the 
governmental and municipal purposes as 
whey may deem proper for the said gen- 
eral welfare, not in conflict with this char- 
ter nor the constitution and laws of this 
state nor of the United States, with pow- 
er in and by said corporate name to con- 
tract and be contracted with, sue and be 
sued, plead and be impleaded, in all the 
courts of this state; to have and to use 
a corporate seal which they may break, 
alter and renew at their pleasure, and to 
do all other acts relating to its corporate 
capacity; and shall be able in law to 
purchase, hold, receive, enjoy, possess and 
Tetain for the use and benefit of the said 
city of Atlanta, in perpetuity or for any 
term of years, any estate or estates, real 
or personal, lands, tenements, heredita- 
ments of whatever kind or nature soever 
within the HMmits or without the limits 
of said city for corporate purposes; to 
hold all property and effects now belong- 
ing to said city, either in her name or 
in the name of others, to the use of said 
city, for the purposes and intents for 
which the same were granted or dedi- 
cated to use, manage and improve, sell 
and convey, rent or lease, and have the 
like powers over property hereafter ac- 
quired. 

Sec. —. Be it further enacted-by the au- 
thority aforesaid that the corporate lim- 
its of said city shal) extend one mile and 
three-fourths in each and every direction 
from a stone post or column standing in 
the eastern corner of the union passenger 
depot in said city—that ig to say, the 
corporate limits shall form a perfect circle 
around said stone, post or column, the 
radius of which shall be one mile and 
three-fourths, also territory included in 
the following limits: 

Commencipg where the original land line 
dividin land lot No. 117 from land lot 
Wo. 116 crosses the sald circle above de- 
scribed, and running from thence west 
along the north line of land lot No. 117 
to the northwest corner of said lot No. 
117; from thence running south along the 
west line of land lots Nos. 117 and 118 
to the southwest corner of land lot No. 
118: from thence east along the southern 
line of land lots Nos. 118 and 107 to the 
Central of Georgia rajlroad; thence in a 
etraight line in a northeasterly direction 
along the old boundary of West End to 
the above named circle, and from thence 
along said circle to the beginning point; 
€o as to include within the boundaries of 
said city of Atlanta all the territory com- 

rising the former corporation of West 


nd. ¢ 
In addition to the territory herein above 


mentioned, the said limits of the city of 
Atlanta shal] also, as heretofore, inc ude 
the territory bounded as follows: 

Commencing where the circle above de- 
scribed crosses the southern boundary of 
the right of way of the Georgia railroad, 
extending northeasterly along the soutli- 
ern boundary of said Georgia railroad’s 
right of way to the DeKalb county line; 
thence north along gaid dividing ee be- 
tween the counties of Fulton and De- 
Kalb to the intersection of the northeast- 
ern line of Augusta avenue projected east- 
erly to intersect said county dividing line; 
thence along said northeastern line of 
said. Augusta avenue in a northwesterly 
direction to the intersection of the north- 
western line of Highland avenue with the 
said northeastern’ line of said Augusta 
avenue projected; thence southwesterly 
along said northwest line of said High- 
land avenue to the point where the same 
intersects with the circle above described. 

Sec. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid: The sale of liquor 
or beer or other intoxicating drinks has 
been heretofore and is hereby continued to 
be prohibited in any part of the corporate 
limits of Atlanta outside.of the radius or 
circle of one mile and a half from the 
center of the city. 

Sec. —. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid: All existing ordinances 
of the city of Atlanta, as well as the 
rules and regulations of the several de- 
partments, in so far as not altered, amend. 
ed, superseded or repealed by this char- 
ter, shall continue in force in the pres- 
ent form until amended or repealed by the 
mayor and general council, or by the re- 
spective boards, according to the jurisdic- 
tion, power.and authority conferred on 
said general council or on the boards 
under this charter. 

ec. — Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid: The manufacture 
and sale of alcoholic, spirituous and malt 
liquors shal] be, and is forever, prohibited 
within the territory which formerly com- 
prised the corporation and corporate lim- 
its of West End; and all provisions and 
conditions not heretofore performed and 
consummated that are set out and con- 
tained in the act or acts of 1893 and 1889 
and all other acts under which the terri- 
tory known as West End, and also the 
territory known as Inman_ Park were 
taken into the city of Atlanta, are here- 
by continued in full force, save and excent 
as to any and all changes made by this 
act in the number of wards, ward lines, 
board districts and representation in the 
general council and on the _ = i 4different 
beards of said city. 

Sec. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid: For the purposes of 
police and of regulating the sale of ardent 
spirits and for the purpose of sanitation. 
the following described tracts or parcels 
of land are includel within the corporate 
limits, as now established by law, to- 
wit: So much of that tract or parcel 
of land known and designated as L. P. 
Grant park, being 140 acres of land lot 
No. 48, in the fourteenth district of Ful- 
ton county, as lies outside of the circTe 
above described: also 50 acres of land lot 
No. 114. tn the fourteenth district of Ful- 
ton county, owned by said city of Atlanta 
and used for sanitary purposes; and the 
mayor and general council of said city 
are hereby empowered to pass such ordi-

nances for the preservation of peace and 
good order and for the protection of such 
property within said limits as may seem 
to them proper. at the mayor and 
general council of Atlanta be and are 
hereby empowered to regulate and control 
under such ordinances as they may adopt 
the sale of ardent spirits and all kinds 
of merchandise and refreshments within 
the limits of said L.. P. Grant park, and 
for 200 yards in any and every direction 
from said limits.

grounds, 

All the foregoing parcels of land are 
hereby incorporated as a part of the city 
of Atlanta to the extent that the jurisdic- 
tion of said city, in the exercise of its 
police and sanitary powers, is extended 
over said territory, and all the ordinances 
of said city now or hereafter passed pro- 
viding for the exercise of police and sani- 
tary wers, such as penal ordinances 
referring to peace and good orger. sani- 
tary regulations and ail regulations of 
the traffic of Hquor, beer, wine or ardent 
spirits and similar ordinances, shall have 
full force and effect throughout the above 
All violations of said ordinances 
shall be punishable by fine and imprison- 
ment on conviction in the recorder’s court. 


CHAPTER TWO. 


The Mayor. 


Be it further enacted by the 
that the following

Sec. -+. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That he shall be ineli- 
gible for the succeeding term.

He shall 
have the revision of all ordinances, or- 
ders and resolutions passed by the gen- 
eral council; and the said mayor, or in 
his absence the mayor pfo tem., shall 
have four days after the meeting at which 
the general council voted, or after the 
board of aldermen voted thereon, in 
which to file with the clerk, in writing, 
his approval or veto; and he shall with- 
in such four days approve or veto such 
orders, ordinances or resolutions: but 
the general council may, in the manner 
prescribed by this charter for voting on 
such questions, pass the said order, or- 
dinance or resolution, notwithstanding 
the veto, by a vote of two-thirds, to be 
taken by yeas and nays, and entered on 
the minutes. In the absence of the mayor 
this power may. be exercised bv the pre- 
siding officer for the time being. 

Sec. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That, at the first 
meeting in January of each year, the 
mayor shall preside over the general 
council and administer the oath of office 
to newly elected members, and announce 
the standing committees for the year, and 
the generai council shall then proceed 
to the election of a mayor pro tem. The 
mayor shal] also preside at the sessions 
of the general council during the elec- 
tion of officers unless absent from the 
city or prevented by illness or other un- 
avoldable cause, in which event the 
mayor pro tem. shall preside. The mayor

ticket, but shall in no case suggest, either 
directiv or indirectly, for which of the 
respective candidates he should vote, but 
shall mark or arrange said ticket in ac- 
cordance with the wish of such voter. 
Voters shall arrange and prepare thelr 
ticket by scratching or erasing the names 
of the candidates Tor whom they do not 
desire to vote, and leaving- unmarked 
the names of such candidates for whom 
they do desire to vote, When a voter 
has prepared his ticket. he shall proceed 
to the ballot box and there deposit same 
without delay with the manager and im- 
mediately retire from the room, The 
manager at the entrance shall! furnish the 
official ballot to those only applying 
therefor whom the clerk reports register- 
ed, and to no other person, and he shall 
give each voter one ticket only. If such 
voter makes a mistake in preparing his 
ticket, ihe can, by return of said mutilated 
ticket, procure another, and continue to 
do so unt!il he ‘has received not ex- 
ceeding three tickets. The manager shal] 
take up the mutilated ticket before fur- 
nishing another and destroy It, and shall 
in no instance furnish more than three 
tickets to any one voter, 

Sec. Be {if further enacted bv the 
authority aforewald, That there shall be a 
sufficient number of booths tn each of the 
rooms of the respective voting precincts 
to accommodate all the registered voters 
thereof. 

Sec, —. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That it shall be the duty 
of one of the two managers at the bal- 
lot box provided for above, to keep a reg- 
istration list to verify the registration 
of each voter before receiving and de- 
positing his ballot In the box. 

Sec. —. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesai#l, That these rules and 
provisions shall be observed by each 
committee or authority undertaking to 
hold a primary as above described and 
provided for. Primaries held under dif- 
ferent regulations and provisions shall 
not be recognized, nor ghall the candidates 
therein voted for be accepted as nomi- 
nees, either by proclamation of the may- 
or, when unopposed, or by the managers 
in the regular ensulng election where 
there are contests, 

Sec. Be it further enacted by the 
authorities aforesald, That any person 
knowingly voting illegally, or attempting 
to vote illegally, offering a bribe, or pay- 
ing a bribe, or goliciting or receiving a 
bribe for his own, or any other vote, in 
any city election, or In any city primary 
election in sald city, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall 
be punished as provided in section 1089 
of the code df Georgia of 1895. Any one 
convicted under this s@ction, if he is at 
the time an officer of the city of Atlanta, 
shall be by sentence of the court removed 
from his office and be ineligible to hold 
any office under said geity for five years 
thereafter. 

Bec. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That any person who 
shall falsely and fraudulentiy displace, 
mutilate or alter any ballot, or knowing- 
ly make any false return, or ald or alter 
the making thereof or knowingly make or 
ald and abet in making any false count 
in any city election or primary election 
in said city, shall be gullty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction shall be pun- 
ished ag prescribed in section 1089 of the 
code of Georgia of 1895.

4. A southwestern district, found as fol- 
lows: Commencing at the intersection of 
Nelson street with the western boundar 
of the central district above described, 
thence running westward and southward 
along Nelson and Gilmer streets and 
Greensferry avenue to th@ original boun- 
dary of the former corporation of West 
End, thence westward and southward 
and eastward along said former boundary 
of West End and around the city limits as 
now existing to the Intersection of said 
city Iimits with Washington street, thence 
along the beundaries of the southeastern 
district and the central district above de- 
scribed to the point of beginning. 

5. A northwestern district, bounded as 
follows: Commencing at the intersec- 
tion of West Peachtree street with the 
city limite and running westward and 
southward along the city Imits to the 
point where said Iimits intersect the boun- 
dary of the southwestern district, as 
above described, thence eastward and 
northward along the boundary of the 
scuthwestern district, the central. dis- 
trict and the northeastern district, all as 
above described, to the point of beginning 
at the intersection of West Peachtree 
street with the city Hmits. 

ec. —. Wherever, in describing the 
above board districts, a street or a rail- 
road is named as a boundary, the same 
shall be taken as meaning the central 
thread of said street, or the center of the 
main line of the railroad, in each instance 
as the case may be. 

Sec, . There shall be nine execu- 
tive boards, with their respective proper 
functions, as follows, to-wit: 

A board of water commissioners, a 
board of police cOMmmissioners, a board of 
fire commissioners, a board of health, a 
board of electrical control, a board of 
sinking fund cemmissioners, a board of 
hospitals, a board of parks and forestry, 
and a board of education, provided that 
as to the sinking fund commission, the 
same shal) consist of a board of five, as 
follows: The mayor, ex-officio, the chair- 
man of the appropriate council commit- 
tee ex-officio, and three commissioners to 
be appvinted from the city at large by 
the mayor, and confirmed by a majority 
of the general council. 

Sec. —. Each of the said boards, ex- 
cept as above excepted, shall be composed 
of the mayor, ex-officio, the chalrman of 
council committee on each respective de- 
rartment ex-officio, and five commission- 
ers to be appointed by the mayor and 
confirmed by a majority of the general 
counctl, one of the said commission- 
ers to be appointed from each of the sald 
beard districts, and no two of them to be 
resident in the same ward or board dis- 
trict of the city. 

Bec. —. No person shall be eligible to 
appointment as commissioner on any of 
the above mentioned boards while an al- 
derman or councilman, or within one vear 
after the expiration of the term for which 
he may have been elected an alderman or 
counciiman. No one shall be a commisa- 
sioner on any of the named boards while 
serving as a commissioner on any other 
executive board, and to be eligible for 
appointment on any of said boards the ap- 
pointee must be at least 25 years old, 
must have resided in the city not less 
than five years and must be one of the 
most experienced, upright and Intelligent 
citizens. And it shall in each instance 
be the duty of the mayor to select and 
appoint the person best fitted for the 
place, whether he be an applicant for 
the same or not. 

Sec. —. No person shall be appointed 
to, or hold any gsaleried office or employ- 
ment under any of the baards or on its 
regular weekly, monthly #Ar yearly pay 
rolls, who is a near relutfve by blood or 
affinity to any member of such_ board, 
either as to commissioner or ex-officio or 
to the chief. or superintendent or secre- 
tarv of, or in that department, unless 
such person is already in the service of 
the department where such commissioner 
or superintendent wes or is appointed. 

Sec —. Kach member of every board 
btfore entering on the duties of his office, 

yall take and subecribe this oath of of- 
io in writing before some authority au- 
thorized to administer It: 

“Tl ewear that I will faithfully and im- 
partially demean myself as a commis- 
siaqner of (naming the board) during my 
continuance tn office. T have not, to tn- 
fi *ence my appointment or confirmation 
to this office of commissioner, directly or 
indirectly, expressly or implied, promised 
my vote or support to any person for 
any office in the city of Atlanta, or for 
any other office, or touching any matter 
or measure that may come before ma I 
will not knowingly permit mv vote, in 
the election or appointment of any per- 
son to office or position In the department 
of which I am about to become com- 
missioner, or in any tiatter or measure 
that may come before me, to be influenced 
by fear, favor or affection, reward, or the 
hope thereof, but in all things pertain- 
ing to my office I will be governed by 
my convictions of the public good. And 
I do hereby swear that I will support, 
uphold and defend so long as I am in 
said office, the charter of the city of 

lanta.”’ 

The oath shall be entered on the min- 
utes of th. respective boards and the 
original shall be filed in the office of the 
clerk of the city council. A violation of 
this oath shall subject the offender to 
impeachment and removal from office, the 
trial to be in accordance with this char- 
ter and the law regulating impeach- 
— Every superintendent, chief of 
department and secretary under each of 
eaid boards shall take a like oath of 
the same effect and meaning as is herein 
required of commissioners, suitably word- 
ed and framed in each instance. and to be 
entered and filed, and its violation to 
subject the Offender to removal by the 
board having jurisdiction over him. 

Sec. Any member of any of said 
boards who shall be absent from two con- 
secutive regular meetings of such board 
and. shall not present to the board at 
the following meeting a satisfactory ex- 
cuse for non-attengance, shall be report- 
ed by the secretary of the board to the

Section —. The water works department 
of Atlanta shall be under the manage- 
ment and control of an executive board 
composed of the mayor ex-officio, the 
chairman of the committee of the gen- 
eral council on water works, ex-officio, 
and five commissioners whose manner 
of appointment, powers and qualifica- 
tions shall be the same and with the 
same rights and duties, and they and 
said départment shall be under the same 
regulations and restrictions as aps st ont

nec. =. The mayor shall preside at the 
organization of the water oard until a 
chairman has been elected and qualified, 
and shall have the same vote and voice 
as other members, The board shall once 
a year elect a chairman to serve for one 
year, and the members of said board 
shall take and subscribe the prescribed 
oath, and shall keep a record in books 
to be kept for that purpose of the acts 
and doings, receipts and disbursements 
of the said board, a full report of which 
shall be made once a year to the mayor 
and general council of the said city; and

The chief executive officer of 
the said department shall be the super- 
intendent, and no person shall be eligible 
to that position unless he has had at 
jeast five years’ continual actual practice 
and experience in the operation of the 
water works in a city of not less than 
thirty thousand inhabitants, or is @ 
professional hydraulic, civil or mechan- 
ical engineer, holding the diploma of 
some college, university or technical 
school of high repute authorized to con- 
fer degrees; or hes had at least five 
years’ actual practice 45 & clvil or me- 
chanical engineer. 

Sec. There shall be a secratary of 
said department’ whose duties shall be 
prescribed by the’ board, and no person 
shall be eligible @s secretary unless he 
has had at least three years’ actual ex- 
perience as secretary of the water depart- 
ment in a city of thirty thousand inhab- 
{tants or over, or unless he if @ prac- 
tical bookkeeper and accountant Of ac- 
knowledged ability; of good English edu- 
cation, and able to keep the minutes and 
books of the department in a neat, ac- 
curate and satisfactory form, 

Sec, —, The said board shall, for (and 
in the name of) the mayor and general 
council of the city of “Uanta, take and

The mayor and general council 
of the city of Atlanta are hereby author- 
ized to condemn property which may 
be needed, in the judgment of said mayor 
and general council, ,to enlarge or improve 
its water works plant, or grounds, the 
condemnation proceedings in all cases to 
conform to the laws of the state and 
tais charter authorizing and regulating 
the condemnation of private property for 
public uses. 
Whenever such report shall 

heen made the peewee’ of said 
and no appeal has been entered, 
as aforesaid, the said board shall, with- 
in two months thereafter, pay to the 
said owner or to such person or persons 
as the court may direct, the sum men- 
tioned in said report, In full com pensa- 
tion for the property so required, or for 
the damages sustained, as the case may 
be, and in all cases when the title or 
interest of any person or persons in lands

Sec. The sinking fund of $3,500 
which the mayor and general council] of 
said city are required to raise annually 
by taxation, shall be invested, managed 
and expended by the mayor and genera! 
council instead of the board of water 
commissioners of said city. 

c. The sald mayor and general 
council’ shall be authorized by a commit- 
tee of their own number, or otherwise, 
to inspect semi-annually, or oftener, the 
state and condition of the works and 
roperty thereto belonging, and the said 

ard ghall give them every reasonable 
facility and assistance in making such 
inspection. 

Sec. All additions to the water 
works of said city are to be deemed 
and taken as a continuation of the wa- 
ter works heretofore erected and used 
by said city, and all existing legislation, 
as well as the ordinancs of said city, for- 
bidding trespasses or any interference 
with sald water works, and all sanitary 
laws and regulations relative to the same 
are nereby revived and made applicapie 
to said works, or extended Works, as the 
case may be, with the same remedies, 
pains and penalties as by previous acts 
and ordinances of the city of Atlanta, or 
the general laws of the state, are or may 
be provided. 

Sec. That whenever the gaid board 
of water commissioners shall cause wa- 
ter pipe to be laid along any street fn 
the city of Atlanta, they are hereby au- 
thorized to assess the cost, or such por- 
tion of the cost of such pipe. and the 
expense of laying the same, and of erect- 
ing hydrants, upon the owners of all im- 
proved property on each side of the street,

CHAPTER TEN. 
Sewers. 

Section —. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, that the following 
charter sections of the city code of At- 
lanta of 1899 are hereby reenadted and re- 
tained in full force in the new charter, 
to-wit: Sections Nos. 4,41, 4, 44, 4 and 
47. 

Sec. —. Be it further efiacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That the amount of 
such assessment for sewers on each piece 
of real estate shall be a lien on said real 


estate from the day of the passage of the 
ordinance providing for the work and 
making’ the assessment. 

Sec. —. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta 
shali have full power and authority to lay | 


county of Fulton and the counties ad- 
jacent thereto, providing that when said 
sewers and drains are laid and construct- 
ed without the limits of the city of At- 
lanta, the expense of laying and con- 
structing said sewers and drains shall be 
borne by the city of Atlanta, and no as- 
sessment shall be levied upon the real 
estate abutting on the roads through and 
along which the said sewers and drains 
may laid or constructed, or upon any 
real estate upon which the same may be 
laid or constructed unless the owners of 
said real estate shall desire the right of 
entry to said sewers or drains, in which 
event the mayor and general council 
shall provide by ordinance a proper 
charge to be made against thé owners 
of said real estate, desiring the right of 
entry to said sewers or drains. 

For the purpose of carrying into effect 
the provisions in ‘the foregoing para- 
graph, when the city of Atlanta cannot 
obtain a right of way for said sewers or 
drains by reasonable contract, the right 
of condemnation is hereby given said city 
of Atlanta, 

Sec. —. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta 
shall have full power and authority to 
determine upon the best method of dis- 
posing of the sewage of the city of At- 
lanta and upon so determining to provide 
by proper ordinances the method of put- 
ting sald system of disposing of the sew- 
age of the city of Atlanta in operation. 


CHAPTER ELEVEN. 


Sanitary Department. 

Section —. Be it further enacted by tne 
authority aforesaid, That the sanitary de- 
partment of Atlanta shall be under the 
management and control of an executive 
board to be known as the board of health, 
composed of the mayor, ex-officio, the 
chairman of the committee of the general 
council] committee on sanitary affairs, ex- 
officio, and five commissioners, whose 
manner of appointment, powers and quali- 
ucauions shai be the same, and with the 
same rights and duties, and they and said 
dagepartment to be under the same reguia- 
lions and restrictions as contained and get 
Out in each and every section of the cnap- 
ter in this charcer on the subject of ta- 
ecutive boards and their government. 

sec. —. be it further enacged by the au- 
thority aforesaid, ‘hat it shall be the duty 
ot said board of health to meet as often
